HARRIS’ APPEAL DENIED 


_— 
RECORDER SMYTH REFUSES HIM 
A NEW TRIAL. 


GOV. FLOWER TO BE ASKED NOT FOR 
COMMUTATION OF SENTENCE, BUT 
FOR PARDON—THE RECORDER RE- 
FUSES TO ACCEPT THE STATEMENTS 
THAT HELEN POTTS USED MOR- 
PHINE HABITUALLY AND DECLARES 
THAT THEY ARE OFFSET BY THE 
AFFIDAVITS FOR THE PEOPLE— 
HARRIS SHOCKED AT THE NEWS, 
BUT RECOVERS AND CALLS THE 
JUDGB “GOUTY AND DYSPEPTIOC” 
—HIS MOTHER FAINTS. 


Carlyle W. Harris must die in the electrical 
chair, unless Gov. Flower commutes his sen- 
tence from death to imprisonment for life. 

Hise last resort in the courts has been exhaust- 
ed. Yesterday afternoon Recorder Frederick 
Smyth of the Court of General Sessions, before 
whom he was originally tried, and before whom 
the motion for a new trial was argued on Feb. 
27, denied that motion. 

The motion was made on the ground of newly- 
discovered evidence. It was supported by a 
score of affidavits, all having for their intent 
the proof that Mary Helen Potts, the seoretly- 
married girl-wife whom the young medioal 
student is convicted of having murdered with 
morphine, was a habitual morphine eater, and 
had died from an overdose administered by her 
own hand. 

In this last resort by the defense an entire 
change of front was made in taking this ground, 
for on the original trial no such contention was 
even suggested, the plan of defense being that 
the young girl did not die of morphine poison 
at all, but of blood poisoning. 

The abandonment of that old defense and the 
putting forward of the new one, with such ap- 
parently strong supporting aflidavits, is what 
has aroused such great public interest in the 
case. 

In deciding the motion, after more than two 
weeks of deliberation, Recorder Smyth has 
written one of the longest opinions that has 
ever come from his hand. In it he goes fully 
into the affidavits offered to prove that Mary 
Helen Potts was a habitual morphine eater 
and the affidavits patin by the people to dis- 
prove those of the defense. 

He brands many of the affidavits put in imbe- 
half of Harris as rank perjury, and finds no one 
of them which he says is not so weak as to have 
no weight in the light of the people's affidavits. 
And after all his analysis he has to say: 

“A careful examination of the facts and oir 
cumstances established upon the trial of this 
case, as well as of the additional facts which 
have been presented upon this motion by way 
of newly-discovered eviderce, leads me to the 
conchusion thatif the defendant had produved 
the so-called newly-discovered evidence, or so 
much of said evidence as could have been 
legally admitted, upon the trial, it would not 
have changed the verdict which was rendered 
against him.” 

This settles the case. Soon, probably on Mon- 
day, Carlyle W. Harris will be taken from his 
cell in the Tombs to the Court of General Ses- 
sions, and there Recorder Smyth will pass upon 
him again the sentence of death and fix the day 
for ite execution. The Governor is now Harris's 
only hope. 

Lawyer Howe of Howe & Hummel, his coun- 
sel, declares that he will go to the Governor im- 
mediately after Harris has been réesentenced, 
and ask, nut for a commutation of sentence from 
death to life imprisonment, but for a full par- 
don. 

The Recorder announced on Wednesday that 
his decision had been completed on the mo- 
tion for a new trial, but that it would not be filed 
until yesterday. This delay on his part was 
much criticised. It certainly did bring to Har- 
ris, to his mother, and to their friends much 
agony of mind. The suspense was to them 
much worse than the death knell of an adverse 
decision would have been. 

Hundreds of people went to the office of the 
Clerk of the Courtof General Sessions yeste r- 
day morning at 11 o’clock to learn whether the 
decision had been filed. It had not been. In- 
quiry at Recorder Smyth's office brought forth 
the information that it would be filedin a few 
minutes. It was not filed until 1:20 o’clooxk. 
Then Clerks Carroll and Walsh appeared with 
it. Ag soon as they entered the office door they 
announced that it was adverse, and, without 
waiting for more, messengers started on the run 
to carry the news to interested parties. 

Harris in his cell, numbered 8 in Murder- 
ere’ Row, at the Tombs, had not slept for a mo- 
ment during Wednesday night. He had looked 
for the Recorder’s decision on Wednesday 
morning. All day Wednesday, until word wae 
brought to him that a decision would not be 
rendered until to-day, he waiked nervously 
about, so far as the narrow confines of his cell 
would permit. The state of nervousness into 
whioh he was thrown kept him up most of the 
night, and his keeper says that he does not be- 
lieve he closed his eyes. 

With daybreak yesterday Harris made his 
meagre toilet and began to walk his cell 
again. Every time he heard a footstep in the 
corridors of the old pesce he went to the 
barred door of his cell and peered out. His 
keeper tried to quiet him in vain. All through 
the anxious morning he waited, but nobody 
came to bring bim word of his fate. 

At the office of Howe & Hummel, just across 
from the Tombs, the mother of the condemned 
murderer arrived early in the day with her 
friends, Mra. Robinson of 32 East Seventy-ninth 
Street and ©, A. Montgomery. She appeared 
to be in more buoyant spirite than at any time 
since her son’s trial, conversed freely about his 
case, and expressed confidence that the Re- 
oorder would give him a new trial. 

She carried several letters which she had re- 
ceived in the morning, among them one from 
Susan F. K. Jackson, who used to keep the 
Jackson Young Ladies’ Seminary in Harlem, 
and whose silidavit was among the most im- 
portant of those — ip to support the motion 
fora new trial. This letter read:

Dear Mrs. Harrts: 

I notice in to-day’s popes that a Miss Waddell 
makes astatement which, if she is the Miss Anne 
Waddell who was a pupil in my sohool, I think will 
be of great weight in your favor. 

I am positive in 
my own mind that the statement she makes is true, 
knowing her character as I kuow it.

Harris talked almost incessantly, and by 
noon had worked herself into a state of intense 
excitement, so much so that she sent Mr. Mont- 
gomery to the Court House to sce if he could not 
getsome news. When he returned to say that 
the Recorder had not filed his decision she 
seemed relieved. 

* All the allegations made against my boy are 
based purely upon circumstantial evidence, 
which has not been proved,” shesaid. ‘*He 
will never have to die fora crime which he has 
not committed.”

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TELESCOPED THE SLEEPER, 


ELEVEN PASSENGERS INJURED BY AW 
ACCIDENT AT LACKAWAXEN. 


Port Jervis, N. Y., Maroh 16.—An accident 
occurred at 4:42 o’clock this morning at Lacka- 
waxen, Penn., twenty-two miles from here, on 
the New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad, 
due to a rear-end collision of east-bound express 
train No. 12, the Chicago express, and No. 10, 
the Buffalo and New-York express. 

Train No. 12, which was running one hour and 
twenty minutes behind schedule time, had been 
detained fifteen minutes at the Lackawaxen 
station to repair a broken equalizer. No. 10 
was also running behind time, an interval of 
only ten minutes separating them. The rear 
lights of the Chicago express were not seen by 
Engineer John Canfield of train No. 10 until he 
had arrived within 100 yards of the Lacka- 
waxen station. A sharp curve shut off the view. 
Canfield instantly reversed his engine and ap- 
plied the air brakes, but was unable to avoid 
the collision, and his engine crashed into the 
train ahead at aspeed of fifteen miles an hour. 

The Pullman sleeper Occidental, containing ten 

sengers, was telescoped for three-fourths of 
ts length, and the passengers were more or less 
injured, Engineer Canfield and Fireman Frank 
Boyd remained at their post until the crash 
came, but miraculously escaped with a few 
slight bruises. 

The cause of the acoident is said to have been 
the failure of Conductor Edward Lemunyan of 
train No. 12 to send out a flag. 

The injured were temporarily cared for at the 
station. A relief car from this place. contain- 
ing Superintendent W. L. Derr, Trainmaster 
Frank Hardenbureg, and Dre. Swartwout and 
Cuddeback, the Erie surgeons, arrived at Lacka- 
Wwaxen an hour later. The injured were trans- 
ferred to the Hunt Hospital in this village.

PaTERSON, N. J., March 16.—The handsome 
and spacious Turn Halle, Ellison and Cross 
Streets, built a few years ago by the Paterson 
Turnverein, at a cost of $50,000, was destroyed 
by fire early this morning.

Ban ANTON(O, Texas, March 16.—A dispatch 
from Panama announcing that Gen. Ruiz San- 
doval, the Mexican revolutionist, had been 
captured in Honduras by Gen. Vasquez and 
sent out of that country with orders not to re- 
turn caused a sensation among the Mexican 
population of San Antonio, where Gen. San- 


doval is well known. Until this information 
reached here it was supposed by his friends 
that he was in El Paso, Texas, and that he had 
given up his revolutionary labors. 

Gen. Sandoval was the originator of a revolu- 
tionary movement against Mexico three _ 
ago. He was captured in Webb County, Texas, 
es he and his handful of followers were about 
to make their first raid into Mexico. He was 
brought to San Antonio and tried in the Federal 
court upon the charge of violation of the 
United States neutrality law. The jury ad- 
mired the qualities of the prisoner and acquit- 
ted him. 

Gen. Sandoval is a born revolutionist. He 
and President Diaz were born in Oaxaca, Mex- 
ico, aud were playmates aud schoolmates. 
Sandoval opposed the Diaz revolution, how- 
ever, and has been an exile from Mexico for 
many years. He has been a participant in 
revolutions in every one of the South American 
countries in the past tifteen years.

CHAUNCEY JOHNSON IN JAIL. 


A FAMOUS CRIMINAL CONVICTED UNDER 
AN ALIAS AT TROY. 


Troy, Mareh 16.—In the Court of Sessions 
yesterday, an aged man, George W. Allison, 
who had been indited on a charge of attempted 
theft of a roll of bills amounting to $25, at the 
store of H. B. Nims & Co., last December, 
was sentenced to one year’s imprisonment 
at Dannemora. When asked if he had ever been 
cenvicted before he nonchalently remarked: 
“This is my first offense, Judge, and I assure 
you it will be my last.” 

It has since been discovered that Allison is 
none other than Chauncey Johnson, one of 
the oldest and cleverest bank and general sneak 


thieves in America, and a man who has stolen 
more money than anybody else in his line. 

Last December he entered the book store of 
H. B, Nims & Co, at noon time, and, coolly taking 
8 roll of bills from the desk, walked out of the 
pe. He was arrested a few hours after with 

he money on his person. He made no show of 
resistance, but pleaded extreme poverty as an 
excuse for his crime, 


Johnson is classed in New-York police records 
as a bank and general sneak thief. He began 
life as a burglar, and in 1852 went to prison for 
five years for robbing a silk warehouse in Reade 
Street. He had been out of prison but @ little 


time when he was sentenced to another term of 
five years for robbing » bank at Bethel, Conn. 
His next exploit was fishing for large bank bills 
in a bank in elphia, and this cost him 
three years and a half of liberty. 

He afterward eacaped punishment for steal- 
ing $25,000 in United States bonds in August 
Belmont’s banking cffice, and for another rob- 
bery at the office of Adama’s Express, and he 
Was suspected of stealing a box in which were 
securities representing $100,000 from the vault 
of the Marine National Bank in 1870. 

In that year, in attempting to steal a package 
of money from the office of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, Johnson fell over a waste paper bas- 
ket, and was caught. He went to Sing 
Sing for ten years, but was released in 
18738, to be arrested for the petty crime 
of snatching a pocketbook from a woman’s 
hand in Broadway, and he returned to jail for 
four years. He was out again in 1880, and since 
poe Se e@ has served several terms for small 

ofte. 

Johnson is now seventy-one years old. 





THREE PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH.

MOTHER AND TWO CHILDREN VICTIMS 
OF THE FLAMES. 


CHARLOTTE, N.C., March 16.—The home of 
Thomas Dixon at Rutherfordton was burned to 
the ground last night. Mr. Dixon’s wife and 
two children were burned to death. The fire 
ecourred at 8 o’clook. Mrs. Dixon was prepar- 
ing the children for bed, and was sitting by a 
table with the baby in her arms. The child was 
playing with some article on the table and acoi- 
dentally knooked over a kerosene lamp. 

The lamp exploded, throwing blazing oll all 
about the room. In an instant the clothing of 
Mra. Dixon, as well as that of her children, was 
ablaze. She picked up two of the little ones 
and, throwing them upon the bed, endeavored 
to smother the tire by wrapping the bed oloth- 
ing around them. All this time the mother 
was being burned by the flames that enveloped 
her own clothing. Her oldest child, aged six 
years, dashed a pitcher of water upon her 
mother and fied from the house. 

Just at that time a negro appeared and 
dragged Mrs. Dixon from the house. The house 
was burned to the ground, and the little ones in 
the bed perished in the flames. Mrs. Dixon 
lived until 1 o’elock. She was conscious when 
her husband reached her side, but died a few 
moments thereafter. 

The ages of the children burned were two and 
four years, respectively. One body was taken 
from the ruins last night and another this 
morning. The family is related to the Rev. 
Thomas Dixon of New-York.

WAITER MORGANTHALER WILL 


LOSE AN EYE. 


GUESTS GF EDWARD L. HALL AT THE 
NEW-YORK ATHLETIC CLUB WERE 
CELEBRATING HILARIOUSLY HIS 
ACCESSION TO A FORTUNE—GL AS5- 
ES AND BOTTLES THROWN—THE 
WAITER STRUCK IN THE EYE. 


Ata dinner in the New-York Athletio Club a 
few nights ago, given by Edward L. Hall to a 
coterie of yoang friends, wine flowed freely. 

The young men finished quart after quart with 
the utmost regularity. 

When they were unable to drink any more 
they amused themselves by throwing bottles 
and glasses at bric-A-brac and other objects on 
the wall. 

One of the waiters, Theodore Morganthaler, 
Was struck witha broken fragment of glass, 
and he has lost the sicht of one of his eyes. 

On Saturday last Mr. Hall, who is a brother 
of Valentine Hall, the well-known tennis play- 
er and amateur actor, was twenty-one years 
old and came into the possession of $100,000 
willed to him by a relative. 

He is the son of Mrs. Valentine G. Hall and 
lives at No. 11 West Thirty-seventh Street. He 
sent out invitations to his friends, clubmates, 
and college chums to celebrate his twenty-first 
birthday with a dinner at the Athletic Club. 

It was well attended. Among those present 
were Belmont Tiffany, Frank Slazenger, and 
young Morgan, well-known members of the big 
athletic organization. 

The private dining room on the third floor 
Was engaged, and the club caterer was told to 
spare no expense to make the dinner the equal 
of any ever given in the clubhouse. 

About 9 o’elock the boys were in a very mer- 
ry mood, and at the suggestion of some one 
present they went to the gymnasium, where the 
monthly boxing bouts given by the club were 
in progress. 

They appeared to enjoy the sport there, and 
when the last fight was over young Hall in- 
sisted on going back to the dining room to finish 
a few more bottles. 

For an hour or more the waiters and their 
corkscrews were kept busy, The result was 
that young Hall and his friends got into a very 
hilarious mood. 

They drank to the health of every person 
present, and when they could not drink any 
longer they began to box with one another. 

In their endeavors to show their skill they 
fell over chairs, pulled the covers off the table, 


and, to the astonishment of the waiters, began 
to throw glasses, bottles, cups, saucers, and 
everything available around the room. 

While this was being done Waiter Morgan- 
thaler—or, as he is better known in the club- 
house, “ The ”—cameé into the reom. 

As he opened thé door a glass struck him in 
the left eye, and blood flowed freely from the 
wound. 

Hall and his companions realized that they 
had injured the poor fellow, and the dinner was 
brought to a sudden close. 

“I am very sorry, my dear fellow,” said 
young Hall “ It was an accident, I assure you. 
Here, take this and bave the cut attended to,” 
and he handed the waiter a twenty-dollar bill 

The waiter went out of the room, and Dr. 
Guiteras, one of the members of the club, who 
was in the café, was sent for. 

He examined the wound and found that the 
glass had severed the eyelid and had penetrated 
the iris and pupil 

He advised Morganthaler to consult a apecial- 
ist at once and recommended Dr. Ring. 

The unfortunate waiter went to see Dr. Ring, 
who informed him that there was no hope of 
saving the injured eye, and told him that in er- 
der to save the other one he had better go to an 
infirmary. 

Morganthaler is a married man, and his wife 
is in a sickly condition. 

When he went home and informed her of his 
trouble the poor wife burst into tears, refused 
tobe parted from him, and begged him not to 
go toa hospital, He is being attended at the 
house. 

Young Hall did not know of the extent of the 
waiter’s injuries when he was seen by a NEw- 
York TIMEs’s reporter last night. His friends 
in the club probably thought it advisable to 
hide the true state of affairs from him. 

‘Really, it was a very unfortunate ocour- 
rence,” he said. “I gave a little dinner party 
to some friends, and the boys grew frolicsome. 
We were not quarreling, by any means. 
Somebody threw a giass, which struck the 

oor waiter over the eye. Poor fellow, 

feel very sorry for him. Really, I don’t know 
who fired the giass. I might have thrown it 
myself, To tell the truth, all of us were in such 
@ condition that we were not responsible for 
anything that was done. 

** I don’t care to disclose the names of any of 
my friends who were present,” he continued, 
“put Merganthaler can rest content on one 
point, and that is, that I will pay all his bills 
anda make any reparation in my power. it was 
@ sad accident.” 

The members of the club are inclined to take 
a very charitablejview of the accident. They say 
that the waiter’s injury was the result of an 
accident, as claimed by young Hall. 

As yet no charges bave been preferred 
against any of the members who were present. 

There is a Movement on footto stars a sub- 
scription in the olub for the waiter. A dozen 
members last night said that they were pre- 
pared to put their names down.

A DINNER SUDDENLY ENDED 





MAN OF GRIT AND RESOURCES, 


HOW A BROOKLYN JEWELER CAPTURED 
A BRACE OF SWINDLERS. 


Last January two young men entered the jew- 
elry store of I. D. Folkhart, 473 Fulton Street, 
Brooklyn, and “unloaded” 9 counterfeit fifty- 
dollar bill on him in payment for a plated watoh 
and diamond ring, and took $27 in change. 

Yesterday they came in again and offered tha 
watch for sale. 

Mr. Folkhart recognized the watch at once. 
Under pretense that he would like to examine 
the timepiece in the light, he went to the door 
and locked it. Then, drawing his revolver, he 
exclaimed: 

“ You are my prisoners.” 

Leaving the men in charge of the clerks, Mr. 
Folkhart went to Police Headquarters and 
brought back Detective Sergeant Zundat, who 
arrested the young men. At headquarters they 


gave their names as David Bartholomew of 128 
Fleet Street and Frank Halstead of 547 St. 
Mark’s Place. 

A number of Confederate bills were found on 
one of the prisoners, and, as several swindling 
schemes have been worked in Brooklyn re- 
cently in which Confederate bills have played a 
part, the police think that the prisoners may be 
connected with them. The men were taken be 
fore Commissioner Bellows in the United States 
court and were locked up in default of $1,000 
bail pending an examination to-morrow. 

District Attorney Oakey and Chief Brooks of 
the Secret Service think that they havecaught 
two members of the gang who have been circu- 
lating silver counterfeits in Brooklyn for sev- 
eral weeks, and will make an effort to trace up 
the source of the issue. 

Twenty pawntickets were found on Halstead, 
including three which proved to be for rings 
stolen from his landlady, Mrs. Clark. She re- 
covered the rings yesterday. A badge of the 
Thirteenth Regiment, National Guard, was also 
found. Halstead is a member of Company A 
in that regiment. 

Halstead’s appearance is said by the police to 
agree with the description given by Frederick 
Musson, who kept a shoe store at 195 Fulton 
Street, of a man. who about a month ago gave 
him a fifty-dollar bill and took a pair of shoes 
worth $3.25 and the change in return. 

It is said that the fraud worried the old man 
80 that he died a week afterward. 





KILLED ON THE ELEVATED ROAD.

AN UNIDENTIFIED MAN RUN OVER NEAR 
HANOVER SQUARE STATION. 


An unknown man committed snicide on the 
elevated railway track just below the Manover 
Square Station at 5:28 o’clook last evening. 
At that hour the night gateman, W. E. Foeller, 
Was at the lower end of the station doing a lit- 
tle special detective work for the company be- 
fore his regular trick camearound. He noticed a 
man who looked Iike one of the company’s track 


workmen step down from the south end of the 
platform and walk along the footway on the 
east side of the tracks. 

The man had gone about 200 feet down the 
track when a Second Avenue train came up.

The suicide was witnessed by Fred Adler, boss 
trackman, und Jobn Toomey of 102 Clinton 
Strect, who agreed with the story told by Foel- 
ler, the guteman. Peil, the engineer, was ar- 
rested, but was released, as it was evident no 
blame attached to him.

Pass CHRISTIAN, Misa, March 16.—A startling 
discovery was made here to-day when the

Both of them had been 
shot through the head. 

They were from Milwaukee, Wis. Miss Nun- 
nemacher, daughter of Hermann Nunnemacher, 
had been spending the Winter here with her 
parents, and last week Mr. Miller, to whom she 
was engaged, arrived here.

Deathin 
both instances must have been instantaneous. 
The weapon was found lying by their aide. 

Miss Nunnemacher’s parents are now at Hot 
Springs, Ark., and the sad news has been tele- 
graphed to them.

MONTEREY’S SORRY PLIGHT 


a 
PUT INTO COMMISSION WITH DIs- 
ABLED BOILERS. 


CAUSE OF THE NEW BATTLE SHIP'S TRIAL 
TRIP FAILURE—A BOILER EXPLO- 
SION ESCAPED BY A HAIR’S BREADTH 
—WHY NO FURTHER TRIAL WAS 
HAD—IN COMMISSION, THOUGH. 


It has been known for some time in well- 
posted naval circles that Navy Department 
officials have been using every resource to keep 
secret from the public certain serious defects 
which developed on the recent trial trip of the 
new and costly United States coast-defense 
battle ship Monterey, which defects, by closely 
approaching to accidents, came near affecting 
the life ofthe ship. Rigid orders issued to all 
officers present on the occasion of the trial, for- 
bidding them to disclose or make public what 
they saw, have prevented the real facts of the 
Case being gotten at until this comparatively 
late date. 

The Monterey was tried in San Francisco 
Harbor over ten weeks ago. 
requirements specified the development as a 
mean of a four hours’ continuous steaming of a 
stipulated horse power. The stipulated horse 
power the Monterey failed to develop. lt was 
further stipulated in the specifications of the 


The Government 


trial that for every horse power in excess of 
the required number developed the buiki- 
ers of the vessel should receive a bonus of $100. 
Likewise it was stipulated that for every horse 
power short of the Government requirement 
the contractors should forfeit $100. 

The result of the official trial of the Monterey 
disclosed the fact that the Union Iron Works of 
San Francisco, the builders of the vessel, would 
be compelled to forfeit to the Government 
$30,000, 

The failure of the Monterey to make the re 
quired development of horse power was not the 
first instance in the history of the trial of new 
war ships of a failure to come up on first trial 
to Government requirements. In the appropri- 
ations made available for use by the Navy De- 
partment it is provided that the Government 
shall pay the expense of a successful trial. The 
expense of an unsuccessful trial must be borne 
by the contractors. 

But if the Monterey was not the first vessel to 
fail on first trial to develop arequired horse 
power, she is, at auy rate, the first vessel in the 
new navy of the United States in the case of 
which no renewed attempts to come up io re- 
quirements have been made. Other contractors 
have had recourse after a tirst failure to alter 
the pitch of the screws and to make various 
alterations. In the case of the Monterey, 
however, Lo such attempt appears to have been 
made. 

On the other hand, the contractors gave out to 
the publio that, owing to the heavy expense at- 
tending a trial trip, they had decided, rather 
than run any risk of a second failure, to forfeit 
the $30,000. Atthe same time, the Navy De- 


partment, with the apparent desire te stop apec-. 


ulation on the part of the public, alleged its 
anxiety, in view of the Hawaiian complications, 
early tocommission the Monterey. All further 
trial trips were in consequence called off, and 
the Monterey now lies at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard in commission, but in a condition, which 
can be authoritatively stated, practically unfit 
for service. 

The Monterey is fitted witha gang of Ward 
tubulous boilers, and in addition with two 
Scotch boilers. Mention has been made on 
numerous occasions in the columns of TuE 
New-YORK TIMEs of the poor showing made by 
Ward boilers on Government and private ves- 
sels, and particularly on the revenue steamer 
Manhattan. Despite the previous poor record 
ofthe Ward type of boiler, the Navy Depart- 
ment saw fitto provide the Monterey with an 
extensive gang of these tubulous boilers, and 
had it not been for the open and determined 
opposition of Commodore George W. Melville, 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, the 
boiler power of the ship would have been made 
up exolusively of these uncertain tubulous oon- 
trivances. 

Commodore Meiville in his blunt, open way 
declared that he did not propose to have any 
ship over which he exercised superintendence 
dependent on alot of tubulous boilers. He in- 
sisted on at least two Scotch boilers. 

In providing the Monterey with two Sootch 
boilers Commodore Melville proposed ordinarily 
to run the ship under Scotoh boilers alone. 
The two boilers, he calculated. were suflicient 
to generate steam for an eight-knots per hour 
speed. By firing up the gang of Ward boilers, 
in addition to the Scotch boilers, the maximum 
speed of sixteen knots per hour could be ob- 
tained whenever desired. In the placing of the 
Scotch and Ward boilers aboard, thetwo types 
were connected up in one battery, all boilers 
having a common main steam pipe. 

The Ward type of boilers, it should be known, 
are designed to stand, for short periods, intense 
pressures. They are iurther designed to gen- 
erate a full head of steam on a thirty-minute 
firing under cold water. The Scotch boilers, on 
the other hand, are built to develop large vol- 
umes of steam, but are seldom ocaloulated to 
Maintain steam pressures of over 200 pounds 
per square inoh, 

On the occasion of the trial of the Monterey 
the evident inability of the vessel to develop 
the required horse power caused the contract- 
ors to push the firing on the Ward boilers. So 
well was this firing conducted that before the 
firemen were aware of it the steam pressures 
had jumped to 250 pounds to the square inch. 
The steam gauges of the Scotch boilers had 
prior to this been registering 160 pounds press- 
ure and thereabout, when suddenly, to the 
consternation of the firemen at the furnaces of 
the latter boilers, the hands of the steam 
gauges shotround to the 250-pound mark. The 
intense pressures registered were due to the 
Ward boilers. The steam of the latter con- 
nected direct with the Scotch boilers. 

The effect of the intense steam pressures on 
the Scotoh boilers was at once apparent. Crown 
sheets began to collapse, stay bolts parted, and 
in another instant the boilers would probably 
have gope with a crash, tearing the ship to 
pieces, but for the immediate shutting off of all 
steam connection with the Ward boilers. At 
the same time the fires in the furnaces of the 
Scotch Doilers were hauled, the safety valve 
raised, and thus a calamity averted. 

The Monterey’s trial was ended. Then, after 
the veasel was cleared, the officials of the Union 
Iron Works made a careful examination. hat 
examination disclosed the fact that two max- 
nificent Scotch boilers were little better than 
ruined. To fire up the Scotch boilers again at 
other than pressures under 100 pounds meant 
the certain destruction of the Scotch gang. To 
replace the two Scotch boilers meant an ex- 
pense of more than $30,000. 

The contractors decided to pocket the loss and 
let the disabled boilers stand. In this conii- 
tion the Monterey exists to-day. No fault could 
be foand on trial with the Ward boilers of the 
Monterey. They stood up to the work required 
for ashort period without developing defects, 
but no experienced engineer would trust these 
same coil boilers to continuous steaming at sea. 

The Monterey, unless provided with a couple 
of new Scotch boilers, is practically unfit ror 
sea, and just what will be done in her case no 
one at the Navy Department appears to know. 

The fighting ellicienoy of the Monterey was 
recently dwelt upon in an exclusive account in 
the columns of THe New-York Timés. In that 
account such authorities in naval architecture 
as Naval Conatructor Frank L. Fernald, United 
Btates Navy, pointed out tle entire absence of 
protection from destruction by shot of the ma- 
chinery of the vessel. 

Taken all in all, the outgoing administration 
of the Navy Department has little credit to 
gather to itself forthe sad condition in which 
it; has foisted upon the new navy of the United 
States a brand-new war ship.

Gen. B. F. Tracy, ex-Seoretary of the Navy, 
was the guest of honor of the Hamilton Club of 
Brooklyn last night, and the banquet given 
there in his honor was marked by the most 
cordial good feeling. The distinguished mem- 
ber of ex-President Harrison's Cabinet had the 
satisfaction of hearing from the lips of his ap- 
preciative fellow-townsmen warm words in 
praise of his public services. 

His successor, the Hon. Hilary Herbert, was 
also a guestof the club, and not one of the 
speakers was more emphatic in his commenda- 
tion of Secretary Tracy’s course than was Mr. 
Herbert. 

The decorations of the banquet hall consisted 
simply of flowers, of which there was a beauti- 
ful display. 

G. M. Oleott, President of the olub, presided. 
At his right satex-Secretary Tracy, and at his 
left was Secretary Herbert. Others at this ta-

After a brief speech of welsome by the Presi- 
dent, the health of ex-Secretary Tracy was 
drunk with much enthusiasm. 

Gen. Tracy began his address by saying that 
when President Harrison called him to Wash- 
ington to take the portfolic of the Navy De- 
partment he protested that ke had no training 
nor experience to fit him to fill that position 
and candidly believed that a worse appoint- 
ment had never been made. He did not think 
that the public would approve of it. But, after 
yielding to the President’s solicitations, he was 


gratified to tind that the press and the people of 
the country were disposed to receive him 
kindly. 

“Four busy years have passed,” said Gen. 
Tracy, “aud my administration of the Navy 
Department hus passed into history. If during 
a critical period of the navy’s growth I have 
contributed in any way to the service of the 
country, I am satisfied.” 

It could not be denied, the General said, that 
the United States Navy had made great progress 
within the last few years. It was not long ago 
that this country ranked twelfth among 
the nations of the world so far as its 
navy was concerned, but when the war 
ships now ordered to be constructed 
were finished this country’s navy would rank 
fifth. It would have surpaseed Germany in the 
power of its navy. It would have ships 
manned by guns capable of throwing 31,000 
pounds of metalin any direction. The best of 
Germany’s guns could throw only 25,000 
pounds of metal. 

Ten years ago, said Gen. Tracy,it was not 
thought possible that a great war ship could be 
builtin this country. Now this country had 
the most magnificent shipyards to be found 
anywhere in the world, and those yards were 
turning out ebips of unsurpassed fitness for the 
war service. There was now $30,000,000 worth 
of work in the Cramps’ yards alone. The coun- 
try was aleo producing steel armor and projeoc- 
tiles that were unequaled. 

Alluding tothe divorcement of the United 
States Navy Yards from politica Gen. Tracy de- 
elared tkat since tept. 1, 1891, every yard in 
the country had been run strictly on business 
principies. Now men were employed in the 
havy yards because they were capable of doing 
well the work necessary to be done and not be- 
cause they had political “pulls.” It was no 
longer the practice to employ saloon keepers as 
riveters, or shoemakers to make steam engines, 

Gen. Tracy said the country need have no 
fears for becretary Herbert’s administration of 
affairs. 

“I know him to be capable, honest, energetic, 
and patriotic,’’ exclaimed the speaker. ** There 
is no danger thatthe Navy Department will go 
backward under his management, and the 
people may safely expect to see the same de- 
wree of progress that it has made within the 
past few years continue.” 

Gen. Tracy said that he was a Republican and 
a partisan, but above all he was an American, 
aud he took pride in everything that was Amer- 
jcan, nO matter what the politics might be. 

Secretary Herbert was enthusiastically 
cheered when he rose to speak. He began bis 
remarks by @ complimentary allusion to his 
predecessor, whose services to his country, he 
said, would never be forgotten. For four 
years the speaker had been closely associated 
with Gen. Tracy officially. One was a Re- 
publican, the other a Democrat; one was 
from the North, the other from the Souta, but 
both were Americans and earnestly interested 
in the building up of the navy. fae magn, it 
gave Secretary Herbert great pleasure, he de- 
clared, to come to Brooklyn and join with ex- 
Secretary Tracy’s fellow-townsman in saying, 
*“ Well done, good and faithful servant.” 

Mr. Herbert said that when Gen. Tracy suc- 
ceeded “ that truly great Secretary of the Navy. 
William C. Whitney,” [applause] there was a 
belief in many quarters that secretary Tracy 
would have nothing to do but to build on the 
lines laid down by his illustrious predecessor. 
But secretary Tracy had exceeded the expecta- 
tions of his best friends by making adistinct rep- 
utation for himself. His admiuistration of the 
department had been masterful, original, and 
progressive. Great improvements had been 
made within the past four yearsin the manu- 
facture of armor material and in projectiles. 

Secretary Tracy’s Management of affairs 
when the small Chilian war cloud hung over 
the country, Mr. Herbert declared, was ‘*skill- 
ful, efficient, and successful,” showing that he 
was a man who could act promptly and ef- 
fectively at short notice. 

Secretary Herbert said that he entered upon 
his new duties with some misgivings. He ap- 
preciated the fact that he was following two 
great Secretaries, and that his work would be 
compared with theirs. But it was his purpose 
to continue on in about the same course as that 
pursued by Secretaries Whitney and Tracy. 

He believed in carrying outthe present pro- 
gramme of steadily increasing the strength of 
the navy. He believed that each sueceeding 
Congress should order the construction of one 
or more pew wr ships. It was not desirable 
that the United States should build navies 
as large a8 those maintained by England 
and Franee. The United States had no 
need forsuch expensive navies. This country 
did not want a large and powerful navy for ag- 
gressive purposes, but it did want, and meant 

to have, a navy sufficiently powerful to protect 
ite own coasts and its own interestae wherever 
they might lic. It was proposed to have a navy 
in every way worthy of the United States—a 
navy not for war, but strong eneugh te main- 
tain peace. 

The remarks of Secretary Herbert were warm. 
ly applauded. 

Mayor Boody, who followed, spoke in terms 
of cordial praise of both Gen. Tracy and Mr. 
Herbert. As a Brooklyn man, he was proud to 
say that the honored guest of the eveuing had 
passed through four years of official life with- 
out tarnishing in the slightest degree a spotless 

reputation. 

ouching upon the affairs of Brooklyn, Mayor 
Boody said that he believed the question of con- 
solidation with New-York should be referred to 
the people. ’

Clothing Operatives May Be Idie. 
It was reported yesterday at the headquarters 
of the United Garment Workers of America 
that twenty-five clothing cutters and_ trimmers 


-in the factory of Sinsheimer, Levinson & Co., 


at 548 Broadway, had struck to make the firm 
give them a Saturday half holiday for six 
months in the year without any reduction of 
wages. 

These men struck eight weeks ago for the 
same purpose, but returned to work pending 


negotiations with the Clothing Manufactur- 
ers’ Association. They got tired of waiting, 
and concluded that the manufacturers did not 
want to grant the demands of the union, and so 
struck again. 

The Manufacturers’ Association held a meet- 
ing in the afternoon and decided to fight the 
unien as a body, directing that whenever the 
union should ordera strike in the factory of a 
member of the association all the other mem- 
bers should lock out their cutters. 

Should this threat be carried out about 800 
cutters will be locked out, and eventnally sev- 
eral thousand tailors, operatives, and pressers 
will be thrown out of work for want of cut 
material 

The union cutters said that they would accept 
the challenge of the manufacturers, and were 
determined to fight for the Saturday half holi- 
day. They would not have a general strike, but 
would strike in one factory after another until 
they were all aroused. They said that they had 
already compelled the firm of Sehjoss & Co, of 
653 Broadway to accede to the demands of 
the union.

THE ELLISON RAPID-TRANSIT BILL 
EXPLAINED, 


i 


RICHARD V. HARNETT’S ARGUMENT IN 
BEHALF OF THE REAL ESTATE EX- 
CHANGE—ANNUAL RENTAL B8STI- 
MATED TO COVER PRINCIPAL AND 
INTEREST IN THIRTY-FIVE YEARS. 


ALBANY, March 16,—Rapid transit took up 
most of the time of the Assembly Cities Com- 
mittee this afternoon. The bills of Mr. Far 
guhar and Mr. Ellison of New-York were under 
consideration. 

Both gentlemen made brief speeches, and 
were followed by Richard V. Harnett, who 
came here at the head of a delegation from the 
Real Estate Exchange. 

When Mr. Harnett finished, Chairman Webster 
of the committee read a telegram from Mayor 
Gilroy, who asked that the matter be post- 
poned for a week, as the local authorities de- 
manded a hearing. 

Of course Col. Webster was disposed to grant 
the request at once, but Mr. Farquhar insisted 
that his bill should be reported to-morrow. 

When the Webster committee assembled both 
Mr. Farquhar and Mr. Ellison were present. 
Seated near the latter was the committee from 
the Real Estate Exohange, consisting of Mr. 
Harnett, J. E. Darling, F. KR. Houghton, J. 
Hamilton Hunt, and L. J. Uallinan. 

Mr. Ellison opened the ball. He said that the 
City of New-York and the Legislature had no 
greater question to consider than that of rapid 
transit. Recently a committee of the Real Es- 
tate Exchange had drawn up a bill to solve this 
important problem. He held that the Real Es- 
tate Exchange contained more representative 
men than any exchange in the city. 

It had no political affiliations. In conclusion, 
he said that Mr. Harnett would explain the pro- 
visions of the bill which the Real Estate Ex- 
ohange had drafted and which he had intro- 
duced, 

Mr. Harnett said: 

** The bill which has been introduced by Mr. 
Ellison amends the existing rapid-transit act by 
adding thereto certain sections intended to 
supplement the powers which the Board of 


Rapid Traneit Commissioners in the City of 
New-York possesses over the subject of rapid 
transit. 

‘It does nos in any way touch the present 
organization of that board, nor;does it deprive it 
of the exercise of any power which it now pos- 
sesses. The committee of the Real Estate 
Exchange in the City of New-York, at whose 
request this bill was introduced. is authorized 
to take such action as may be requisite. 

‘* First—To advocate certain additional facili- 
ties for the existing elevated roads. 

“ Second—To take such action as in its judg- 
ment may be proper to secure municipal con- 
Seoction of a new rapid-transit road in said 
oity. 

“To accomplish the first object no legislation 
is necessary. But so far as municipal construc- 
tion is concerned, neither the Kapid-Transit 
Commissioners nor the municipal authorities in 
the City of New-York have any power to enter 
upon such work or to employ the funds of the 
city for such a purpose. 

“The provisions of the bill in question in re- 
lation to this subject are very simple. It recog- 
nizes, in the first place, the fact that municipal 
construction of an intermural road is a new de- 
parture and should not be undertaken uniess a 
majority of the people clearly favor it. 

‘For that end the bill provides that if the 
Rapid-Transit Commissioners shall fail a sec- 
ond time to sell the franchise which they 
have created for rapid transit it shall be 
their duty to cause the question whether there 
shall be municipal construction or not to be 
submitted to the vote of the people. 

“If upon such yote it shall appear that there 
is a preponderance in favor of municipal con- 
struction, the bill goes on to providein detail 
exactly what the Rapid-Transit Commissioners 
shall do. They are required to advertise for 
proposals to be submitted to them for the con- 
struction and operation of the road. 

** It is regarded as an essential feature of the 
scheme that the corporation which shall agree 
to constructshall also agree to equip and operate 
the road at its own expense for a period of 
years to be stated in the contract. 

“The bill very carefully provides all the 
safeguards which sre considered to be neces- 
sury in order to protect the publio interests in 
relation to the construction and operation of 
such a road. The expense of the construction 
is 10 be borne by the city, which is authorized 
to issue 3 per cent. bonds in order to meet this 
charge. 

** The contractor in turn is required to pay to 
the city by way of rental an annual sum which 
shall be equal to 5 per cent. upon the entire 
cost of construction. 

“The advantage of requiring the same cor- 
poration to operate the road as well as to con- 
struct the same willbe immediately perceived 
when we consider the fact that the larger the 
cost of construction the greater will be the an- 
nual rental, and that consequentiy such cor- 
poration is under @ very strong inducement to 
make the cost of construction as economical as 
possible. 

‘* Bo far as the ultimate payment of the bonds 
that are issued by the city to pay for the work 
is concerned, it has been computed that the 5 
per cent. annual rental would at the end of 
thirty-five years be suflicient to pay not only the 
interest on the bonds, but also the principal, so 
that at the end of thattime the city would be 
the absolute owner of the road, free and clear of 
avy debt, which would have paid [or itself. 

“It would then be prepared to enter into some 
new arrangement, or make some new provision 
for its ——— in the interest of the people. 

« It will be noticed that careful provisions are 
made for @ proper supervision over the running 
of the road by the local authorities, thus pre- 
venting any abuse of power on the part of the 
operating corporation at the expense of the 
public convenience. 

“ What rational objection oan be urged to the 
scheme of this bill? If experience teaches us 
anything it certainly does that a comprehensive 
system of rapid transit, intended to make gen- 
erous provision for the public convenience, as 
it should for allof the demands of the future 
growth of the city,is not inviting to private 
capital. Private capital demands large profits 
snd immediate returns. 

“Under any plan for rapid transit, devisea 
solely in the public interest, such returns and 
profits are impossible. We are confronted, then, 
with the alternative of either extending the 
elevated roads or of constructing a proper road 
at the public expense and through public agen- 
cies. ' 

“The former involyes concessions to private 
interesta and invitations to Papin capital, 
which involves sacrifices that the public oughs 
not be expected to make, and which places in 
the grasp of a private corporation fer all time 
tow come all rapid intermural transportation. 
To grant in perpetuity franchises of such value, 
and which are necessarily so closely related to 
the interests of the masses, seems to be a yery 
grave mistake. It not only gives over to pri- 
vate control and management that which 
should be subject to the control of the people 
who are most affected, but it also lays a very 
heavy burden upon posterity which we have no 
right to subject it to. 

‘The people of the City of New-York must 
haverapid transit. Itis absolutely essential to 
the healthy growth of the City of New-York. 
It is absolutely esseatial to a healthy growth 
of the vity, as well as to the immediate needs of 
its present inhabitants. It is, therefore, the 
duty of the Legislature to vest in the proper 
local authorities the power essential to carry- 
ing out this object in the best way. 

** There seems to be no proper alternative to 
municipal construction, There certainly should 
not be any hesitation on the part of the Legis- 
lature in giving to the people of New-York the 
right to determine for themselves by vote 
whothee they desire the adoption of this partic- 
lar solution of the problem. [f the people de- 
sire it, that certainly should end any contro- 
versy upon the subject. The principle of home 
rule is involved in this, as well as in all other 
matters of local concern. The money which 
will be expended for the purposes of construc- 
tion would be that of the people of the city, and 
the agencies employed for the purpose of super- 
vising the construction and operation are also 
theirs. They should be permitted to carry out 
their own determinations upon the subject. 

“There can be no question that the con- 
struction of a road such as this is as mucha 
municipal function as that of constructing 
aqueduots, bridges, streets, and avenues. The 
difference in importance of these various ob- 
jects is one not of principle nor kind, but of de- 
gree, one being a kind more important than the 
other. Still they all come within the same gen- 
eral principle that itis the duty of the munioi- 
pality to supply to the people that which all 
need, but which the individual cannot furnish 
for himeelf. 

“This principle has been already recognized 
in England. The London County Council bas 
already purchased three street railroads, and is 
operating them at the public expense and 
through public agency. It proposes to continue 
to acquire other roads within the City of Lon- 
don until it has absorbed them all. 

“The tendency of the present age is toward 
co-operation. and co-operation finds one of its 
expressions in municipal action. The care with 
which the bill has been prepared in all matters 
of detail renders it necessary for the members 
of the Legislature to consider only whether 
they are willing to confer power upon the City 
of New-York to provide for the construction of 
a rapid-transit road at the public expense, pro- 
vided the people of sald city shall vote in favor 
of it. 

“The measure is, therefore, an extremely 
conservative one, and free from objection, if the 
people, as I hope we all believe, are to be trust- 
od with self-government.” 

Mr. Farquhar then called up his bill providing 
for the appointment of a new Rapid-Transit 
Commissian by theMayor.

It counted for much whether the commission 
in charge of the matter could enlist the aid of 
private money. He made no charges against 
the present commission, but the relations of the 
commission with the elevated roads were auch 
that they could not make a very vigorous effort 
to enlist private capital for a rival scheme.

TO PUBIFY CROTON WATER 


—— 
MR. WEBSTER’S BILL TO ACQUIRE LANDS 
WILL BE REPORTED FAVORABLY. 


ALBANY, March 16.—The Senate Cities Com- 
mittee gave a hearing this afternoon on Assem- 
blyman Webater’s bill providing that New- York 
City may acquire title to lands in the Croton 
Watershed, in order to lessen the probability of 
the contamination of the water supply of New- 
York City. 

Dr. William H. Thomson of the New-York 
Academy of Medicine submitted a substitute 
bill approved by the Academy, and explained 
how important it would be in case of cholera to 
have an absolutely pure water supply. 

The substitute creates a Croton Water Com- 
mission of five members, at $3,000 a year, to 


make] plans for the prevention of any pollution 
of the Croton water supply, and to carry them 
into effect. 

There were present in favor of the amended 
bill Dr. A. Jacobi, Dr, E. G, Janeway, Dr. J. 
W. Roosevelt, and Dr. T. M. Cheesman. 

Al, D. Chapin, counsel for the doctors, ox- 
plained the measure in detail. The commission 
of five shall comprise the New-York Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and the Commissioner 
of Health of the City of New-York, and a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Health, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and two officers to be 
called Croton Water Commissioners, one of 
whom shall reside in New-York City, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and the other a civil 
engineer, to be appointed by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers of the City of New- York. 

A discussion as to whether it would be better 
to abvlish the nuisances by purchasing them 
and destroying them, as proposed by the Web- 
ater bill, or by the creation of a commission, as 
the doctors propose, followed. Chairman 
brown of the committee seemed to favor Mr, 
Webster's plan. in answer to a — put 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Blandy of 
New-York Oity, Dr. Thomsen said that the 
Croton water was never free from impurities, 
and it was the cause of typhoid fever, as was 
shown by the fact that there is less fever when 
the Croton water Is low. 

H. T. Dykman opposed the proposed amend- 
ments. e@ thought the commission would 
rove ineffectual and that nobody would obey 
ts regulations. Mr. Blandy objected to the 
proposal to take authority from the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and give it to a cumber- 
some commission, the mewbers of which wished 
to perpetuate a three-thousand-dollar salery. 
Chief Engineer Birdsell of the Croton Aque- 
duct Board supported the Webster bill. He said 
that the Department of Public Works had all 
necessary ioe except that of purchasing 
land. Dr. H. D. Chapin suggested that the com- 
mission plan had been found to work well in 
other countries, and urged its adoption to se- 
cure the purity of the Croton supply. 

The committee voted unanimously to report 
Mr. Webster’s bill as it passed the Assembly. 

The Assembly Judiciary Committee gave a 
hearing this afternoon on Mr. Cooney’s bill 
abolishing the usury laws. Mr. G. Waldo 
Smith, President of the New-York Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association, appease and argued in 
favor of the bill. Hesaid the present laws im- 
posed hardships on borrowers by compelling 
them to go often to extortionate lenders, who 
were expert in evading the law and obtaining 
high rates of interest. 

He thought the rate of interest should be left 
& matter of agreement between lender and bor- 
rower. Then the borrower could go into open 
market and obtain his loan at market rates. In 
executive session it was decided to postpone 
action on the Dill. 

There has been sent out from here to-night 
what purports to bea synopsis of a report of 
the special Committee on Taxation. This syn- 
opsis is incomplete; in fact, many changes have 
been made in it since it was given to the 
printer earlier in the evening. The report and 
the bills will be presented to the Legislature 
next week.

These attidavits are met by the affidavit of George 
Potts, the father of the deceased, and Mrs. Potts, the 
mother of the deceased, who state positively aud dis- 
tinctly that they never heard of rs.

id not,” and also stated farther that, if she was ab- 
solutely convinoed and yet did not have actual vis- 
ual evidence of the fact, she would tell the parents 
of the deceased, and atated that she knew the father 
and mother of the deceased and did not mention the 
matter to them, . 

The Recorder goes on to show that the afli- 
davit of Miss Jackson was further contradicted 
by the affidavit of Dr. Treverton, who denied 
that he had prescribed morphine for Misa Potts, 
except long after she left the Jackson school, 
when she was visiting him at. Scranton and 
| was being treated, and by the affidavit of Dr. 

Lewis, who swore that he had never prescribed 

morphine for Miss Potts while she was at the 
Jackson school or at any other time, that she 
had never called at his office and asked for mor 
phiae, and, in fact, had never called at his oftiee, 
and that on the two or three occasions when he 
had treated her at Miss Jackson’s school he 
never noticed anything about her which would 
— that she was a victim to the morphine 

a 

In regard to the entire testimony of Miss 
Jackson, the Recorder says: ‘It is at the most 
hearsay, and at a trial would beof no purpose.” 

Of the affidavit of Dr. William R. Searle as to 
the different effects that a dose of morphine 
would have on the same patient under different 
olroumstances, the Recorder says that itis of no 
weight, as it is based on “‘ mere speculation.” 

Then he takes up the affidavit of Mary A, 
Lewis, a domestic who was in the employ of Dr, 
Treverton of Scranton at the time that Helen 
Potts was visiting there. This witness’s testi- 
mony was to the effect that she had noticed 
that the deceased was always yawning and 
stretching and was prone to sleep in the day- 
time. Once the deceased had asked her if she 
ever took morphine and got angry when wit- 
ness answer by asking the same question. 
Again, the witness had directly accused the 
deceased of taking morphine, and the deceased 
had broken down and begged witness not to let 
anybody hear her make such a charge. 

** Assuming all in this affidavit to be true,’’ 
says the Recorder, ‘there is nothing in is to 
prove that the deceased ever took opium. Her 
evidence is also overcome, in my opinion, by 
the testimony of Dr. and Mrs. Treverton, and at 
best it is vague and unreliable.” 

Then the affidayit of Joseph H. Lefferts, the 
drug clerk at Asbury Park, who made under 
oath the statements that during 1890 he had 
several times sola Helen Potts morphine pills 
and twice had sold her a dram of morphine ata 
time, is taken up by the Recorder. @ says it 
will be observed that the witness fixed no time 
other than during the year 1890 when he made 
these alleged sales of morphine to the deceased. 

Affidavits put in by the people showed that 

the drug store in which Lefferts worked was 
only open during the Summer months, and the 
affidavits of the people further showed that 
during that Summer Helen Potts was not in 
Asbury Park at all, but was at Scranton and 
Honesdale. Furthermore, the proprietor of the 
store in which Leflerts worked made affidavit 
that he had never seen the deceased in the 
place, as did one olerk there, and the other 
clerk declares that he never had seen her in the 
store except to purchase soda water, and this 
was not during the Summer when Lefferts 
claims to have sold her the morphine. 
If anything more was needed to show the 
faisity of Leffert’s testimony, the Recorder says, 
it could be found inthe affidavit putin by the 
peoplé@ from Charlies E. Cook, a young medical 
student, who swears that Lefferts told him that 
Mrs. Harris, the mother of the condemned man, 
called on him and asked him to make affidavit 
that he had sold morphine to the deceased. 
Lefferts had said to Cook that he did not intend 
to queer himself for nothing, and said that he 
would make the affidavit for $500. 

He then suggested that Cook should take the 
matter in hand and share the money that would 
be paid for the affidavit. Cook further swears 
that Lefferts told him that he had never seen 
Helen Potts in his life to his knowledge. Cook 
asked him when he would aay in the affidavit he 
roposed to make that he had sold morphine to 
elen Potts, and he had answered that he 
would see Harris or somebody and arrange 
about that. 

Into the affidavit made by Miss Franke Wal- 
lace the Recorder goes fully. Miss Wallace 
swore that she took lessons in French at the 
Comstook School and that she knew Miss Potts 
well. The deceased had often stated to the 
girls that she took morphine, and Miss Wallace 
declared that she knew that Miss Potts was in 
the habit of taking morphine and that Miss 
Potts had told her so. 

The Recorder goes on to show how, when 
questioned by the District Attorney in regard to 
the allidavit she had made, Miss Wallace showed 
that she really knew nothing about Miss Potts 
or her habits, only having met her once or twice 
on the street in her life, and the Recorder says: 
**Tam forced to the conclusion that the facts 
testified to by Miss Wallace are so indefinite, 
ineonclusive, and improbable, as well as con- 
tradictory, that no reliance oan be placed upon 
her testimony. Certainly no weight whatever 
can be given to her opinion as to the deceased 
beipjg addicted to the use of morphine, and un- 
less a better foundation can be laid than has 
been for her testimony on this point, it could 
not be used on a trial of this action. 

“ But her testimony is further contradicted by 
that of Miss Day, the prinoipal of the Comstock 
School, and of the assistant principal, that Miss 
Wallace only attended the school six weeks, and 
then not as a regular scholar; that they never 
knew that she had an acquaintance with Helen 
Potts, and that they had never noticed anything 
about Miss Potts which would convey the idea 
to their mind that she was addicted to the use of 
drugs of any kind.”’ 

The affidavit of Anna Waddell the Recorder 
handles much as he does that of Miss Wallace. 
Miss Waddell claimed in her statement that she 
was a schoolmate of Helen Potts, very intimate 
with her, and thaton one occasion when Miss 
Potts was sick she had slept with her. She said 
that she had seen Miss Potts take morphine 
pills and had herself taken one that Miss Potts 
had given her, bit it, and then spit it out 
because it was so bitter. Miss Potts also had 
often told her that she took morphine regularly. 

The Recorder shows how on subsequent ques- 
tioning by the District Attorney Miss Waddell 
contradicted much that was iu this affidavit, 
and freely said that certain statements made in 
it were not what she meant to say. 

“In no part of the testimony of this witness 
can I find any evidence that the deveased ever 
teok morphine, or gave any morphine to the 
witness, or had any morphine,” concluded the 
Recorder. 

Finally the Recorder takes up the affidavit 
putin by Carlyle W. Harris himself in sup- 
port of his motion for a new trial. It was 
printed fully in THH N&EW-YORK TIMES when 
the motion was argued. It was nothing more 
nor less than a plea from the prisoner, in which 
he declared his tnnoesence and said that he 
would have been acquitted on his trial if he had 
been allowed to take the stand in his own be- 
half. Of this affidavit the Recorder eays: 

“Tt only reaffirms the plea of not guilty which the 
defendant interposed at the time of his arraignment 
upon the indictment, and although he does say that, 
had be been permitted by his counsel to take the 
stand as a witness in his own behalf and give his tes- 
timony and consequent explanation of the facts ar- 
raigned against him, he would have been acquitted, 
and thathe only could have fully and wholly satis- 
factorily and traly answered the charge against him, 
yet, with the fullest opportunity to do so upon this 
motion, the defendant fails to give any explanation 
whatsoever of his connection with the deceased or 
of the facts and ciroumstances which were estab- 
lished upon his trial. 

“If he could then truly have answered those 
charges, I know of noreason now why he should 
not have done so. In any aspect of his testimony it 
eannot be called newly discovered, or, if the testi- 
mony contained in his aifidavit had been introduced, 
and no more, upon his trial, could it, either alone or 
in connection with the facta which were then estab- 
lished against him, have produced any different re- 
sult from the one then arrived at. 

“That the evidence then introduced traced the 
connection between the defendant and the deceased 
from the time they were introduced to each other 
down to'the time of her death, and had disolosed the 
fact that the ‘efendant, while he and the deceased 
resided at Asbury Park and subsequently in New- 
York, prior to the time she entered the Comstock 
School, were frequently in each other’s company, and 
that the defendant, a medical student, a man of un 
doubtedly keen perception and having the advan- 
tages which the relation existing between him and 
the deceased furnished, of closely observing her 
habits, so far as his testimony shows, was unable to 
discover any signs whatever which led him to ocon- 
clude that the deceased was addicted to the use of 
morphine or any other powerful narcotic drug. 

“To my mind, this is a strong and most convincing 
circumstance, that it was impossible that the de- 
ceased could have been addicted to the use of mor- 
phine and the defendant not observe it.” 

Giving his decision then, the Recorder says: 


“A careful examination of all the facts and cir-

UNENTH USIASTIC REPUBLICANS. 








MEASURES TO GALVANIZE THE PARTY 
CALMLY ADOPTED. 


Chairman John Sabine Smith presided overa 
meeting of the Republican County Committee 
at Grand Opera House Hall last night, at which 
several amendments to the constitution were 
adopted. The attendance was small, and those 
who were there were utterly lacking in 
enthusiasm. Almost every one sat quietly as 
the amendments were read, and the reorganiza- 
tion scheme, by which the committee has ex- 
pected to galvanize the party into life, was 
adopted ina way that was cheerless and un- 
promising. 

Judge Ernest Hall, from the Committee on 
Resolutions, sent up a document which pro 
fessed to embody the alarm which is felt over 
the makeup of the Finance Committee in the 
United States Senate. Itrecited that. whereas 
the majority of this committee is, ac 
cording to current report, composed 
of free-coinage men, ‘all patriots, irre- 


spective of part affiliation,’’ should 
protest against this effort to secure free-silver 
coinage. It embraced a resolution to this effect, 
and asked the people to rebuke the evident at- 
tempt to expel gold from the circulation, to 
force on the country a depreciated silver 
standard, to-lower by one-third the mone- 
tary standard of value, and thus derange all 
present business and rob the savings bank de- 
positors and laboring men of their just dues 
simply to enrich the already enormously rich 
mine owners in the silver-producing States. 
The resolution was adopted. It leaked ont 
that when the resolution was in course of pre- 
aration in the committee Henry Chester 
ackus had attempted to insert a clause asking 
that the present duty on tin plate be main- 
tained, but the others of the committee voted 
this down. 

The amendments to the Constitution are in- 
tended to meet, first, the redistricting of the 
city and, seoond, the loud protests which have 
at times caused bitter warfare in the commit 
tee against the present methods of enrollment 
of names on the lista of the district commit- 
tees. 

When that section was reached which relates 
to the increase in the number of members of 
the district committee, Richard J. Lewis of the 
Twenty-first Assembly District proposed to 
break over the amendment as it came from the 
Executive Committee, and this aroused the only 
sign of real life at the meeting. He asked thata 
clause be added preventing any increase in 
membership unless the question were first fully 
discussed and considered at a public meeting. 
He said that it might be possible for a few men 
to get together and by “snap” proceedings se- 
cure control of the district committee for some 
particular faction. 

This aroused Jacob M. Patterson, the Chair 
man of the Executive Committee. 

“Are we alive,” asked Mr. Patterson, im- 
pressively, “to charge treason upon one an- 
other? We ought not to do this. Thereis no 
disposition on the part of any one to act unfair- 
ly and no reason to suspect that any faction 
would attempt any ‘snap’ proceedings.” 

The whole amendment offered by Mr. Lewis, 
Mr. Patterson said, was uncalled for. It was 
lost. 

Among the more important changes made 
Was one which relates to the enrolimens of 
voters. Much trouble has arisen because of the 
system heretofere in practice. Charges have 
been made that the enrollment] books were 
not free of access to all good Republic- 
ans, and coupled with this at times have 
been charges that a select few “bosses” 
have utilized this fact to build up a personal 
machine. The new section is designed to make 
it an easy thing for any Republican to place hia 
name on the lists. Any member at any meeting 
may propose the name of any Republican, or 
any person May propose his own name, and by 
stating that he desires to join the organization 
may, if unchallenged, be allowed to sign the 
roll. The only pledge required is that the ap- 

licant is a Republican and intends to support 
he party organization in his district and sub- 
mit to the legally-expressed action of the dis- 
trict organization; also, that he is not and will 
not become a member of any committee or 
body which is opposed to the regular organiza- 
tion. 

When this pledge is signed the applicant be- 
comes a member of the organization, and may 
be challenged only on the ground that he is not 
. = eae a@ voter, or a resident of the dis- 

riot. 

If any person be rejected by the Inspectors of 
Election on any of the grounds of challenge, he 
shall not be allowed to enroll himself. He may 
appeal from the action of the Election Inspect- 
ors to-a committee on appeals of the County 
Committee. 

The sections which define the duties of the 
committees and otticers of the County Commit- 
tes were changed in several comparatively im- 
portant details, and then the entire constita- 
tion as changed was adopted.

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{N DEFENSE OF DE LESSEPS 
ARGUMENT OF HIS COUNSEL IN 


THE PANAMA TBIAL. 


THRE STOCKHOLDERS, HE DECLARES, 
NEVER WANTED TO . PROSECUTE 
FATHER OR SON—A CHARGE THAT 
GUILTY MEN ARE ALLOWED TO GO 
FREE—APPEAL FOR ACQUITTAL. 


Panis, March 16.—M. Barboux, counsel for 
Charles de Lesseps, summed up for his client in 
the Panama trial to-day. He spoke at great 
length, always earnestly and often eloquently. 

At the beginning of the trial he said his case 
‘was eo strong that he was willing to try it be- 
fore a jury of Panama stockholders, and to-day 
he again expressed the conviction that he could 
geoure Charles de Lesseps’s acquittal The 
courtroom was well filled when he began to 
speak, and became crowded before he closed. 

In opening his address, M. Barboux said that 
the present trial had been begun against the 
wishes of the Panama stockholders, who, a6 
much as they had been misrepresented, in re- 
ality had beeh opposed to the arraignment in 
courtof either Ferdinand or Charles de Les- 
seps. The stockholders had disapproved of the 
plan to place the burden of the Panama scanal 
upon men bearing as great # name as there was 
in France. They respected and trusted Charles 
Ge Lesseps, and felt that the prosecution of 
him was not only unjust but a biow at the re- 
vival of the canal enterprise. 

M. Barboux traced the history of the canal 
company after 1885. All the Chambers of Com- 
meree in France, he said, had favored the com- 
pletion of the oanal after the work had been 
advanced to the point at which it was lagging 
before the last attempts to raise a loan. The 
whole commercial world that centred in France 
wished that the undertaking be completed, To 
complete it there was need of the Lottery Loan 
bill. To pass the bill there was need of submit 
ting to the demands of M. Baibut and others 
like him, who stood ready to kill the measure if 
they were not conciliated. 

The vacillating policies of the successive 
Ministries were the first causes of the svsndal 
and the present trial. M. Baihut had realized 
his official power over the fate of the Lottery 
Loan bill, and had known that Charles de Les- 
seps’s failure to comply with his demands could 
be made to accomplish the ruin of the canal 
company. After he had shown his capacity for 
evil, M. Baihut had informed Charles de Les- 
scope that if he did not receive an enormous 6um 
of hush money he would defeat the bill. This 
event, M. de Lesseps had known, would mean 
the ruin of the Panama shareholders, and to 
gave from loss the persons who had intrusted 
their all to the keeping of the company he sub- 
mitted to the extortion. The charges that M. 
de Lesseps had wished to corrupt everybody, 
had searched Paris for men upon whom he 
could lavish the money of the sharehoMers, had 
not been proved. 

Why had Charles de Lesseps been selected to 
bear the brunt of the charges of bribery, when 
others known to be guiltyjhad been untouched? 
Why had not Blanchet, who was understood to 
have sent a bribe to M. Borie, been brought into 
court? Charges fully as serious as those 
against M. de Lesseps had been made against a 
dozen other men, but they either hud been 
ignored or the accused had been permitted to 
escape. 

M. Barboux analyzed the testimony of ex- 
Deputy Chantagrel, who gave evidence that M. 
Souligon, in the name of Charles de Lesseps, 
had tried to buy his vote, with 300,000f., for 
the Lottery Loan bill. M. Chantagrel’s testi- 
mony, he said, had been contradictory and in- 
consistent with the Gates mentioned by him, 
and apparently proceeded from a defective 
memory. The prosecution was beund to pro- 
G@uce in court testimony connecting the so- 
called bribe givers and bribe takers. This it 
had utterly failed to do. The only three per- 
sons who could have supplied the missing evi- 
denoe, although not to the eastisfaction of the 
prosecution, were Baron de Reinach, who was 


dead; Cornelius Herz, who was absent on ac- 

oount o° illness, and Arton, the lobbyist, the 
retendsi search for whom had excited the 
aughter of ali Europe. 

Clamenceau might have given some con- 
clusive testimony in this trial, but he was re- 
strained from doing so. The Ministers might 
have given the most vital information, but they 
saw fit to withhold it. Why had they not pro- 
duced copies of the menacing telegrams sent by 
Cornelius Herz?

Judge Desjardins—Let them be produced in 
eourt to-morrow. 

Continuing, M. Barboux asked why Corneli- 
us Herz had been permitted to flee the country. 
‘Why had he not been seated among the prison- 
ere, or, at least, named among tne accused 
Merely because for ten years he had been the 
broker of the Kadical Party. In this matter 
politics had devoured both their men and their 
millions. When the Kadicals held the power of 
government they had taken the money they 
meeded to defend their ideas or to enrich their 
supporters. Whether this were called mendicity, 
almegiving, or brigandage mattered little. But 
who could believe t the initiative in all these 
transactions came from the men who had to do 
~ paying imstead of those who did the receiv- 

« 


‘Lhe payments made to Baron de Reinach, M. 
Barboux described as perfectly legitimate. 
They were ged he said, according to an 
agreement with the bankers constituting the 
guarantee syndicate. Who would be feolish 
enough to believe thatsuch large sums were 
intended for the insignificant Deputies and 
ye whom the jury had seen in the court- 
room 

After the laughter following this slur had sub- 
sided Judge Desjardins pleaded fatigue as an 
excuse for an adjournment of the court. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Ribot, 
the Premier, denounced as abominable the ru- 
mors inthe newspapers to the effect that he 
had made a bargain with Mme. Cotta not to re- 
vealthe name of the “X” concerned in the 
Panama bribery charges, being mentioned in 
the Reinach list of coheoks given by Cornelius 
Herz to Andrieux, and that “‘X"’ was the Am- 
Dassador of a friendly power, whose name the 
counsel for Henri Cottu was abeut to state in 
court. M. Ribot sii thatas soon as he heard 
the rumors he addressed a communication to 
the President of the Bar Committee, saying 
that the counsel, before lending himeseif to such 
® Scandal, ought to remember that he was a 
Frenehman. 

The President of the Bar Committee, M. Ri- 
bot continued, spoke to the counsel for M. Cot- 
tu, and the counsel denied that he had any in- 
tention of naming the Ambassador, ing 
convinced that the personage in question had 
pothing to do with the Panama corruption. M. 
Ribot was cheered at the close of his remarks.

AN APPEAL TO JEWISH BANKERS TO 
BOYCOTT ALL RUSSIAN LOANS. 


LONDON, March 16.—TIhe London Russo-Jew- 
ish committee has sent te every Jewish banker, 
bank director, bank manager, stock broker, 
and “agent de change” in Europe a passionate 
appeal to combine in boycotting Russian loans 
and in boycotting the trade in Russian securi- 
ties generally. 

Owing to the leading position of the Jews in 
the money markets of Europe it is expected | 
that the appeal, if complied with, will virtually 
drive Russian securities of all kinds out of those 
markets, and work great disaster to Russian in- 
dustrial enterprises. The appeal is in retalia-

THE BANFFSHIRE ELECTION.

BEB REJECTS ALL AMENDMENTS TO 
THE GOVERNMENT ARMY BILL. 


BErRuIn, March 16,—The committee of the 
Reichstag on the Army bill disoussed the sec- 
ond reading of the bill to-day. 

Herr Bennigsen, in behalf of the National 
Liberals, proposed that the effective force of 
the army in time of peace should be fixed at 
462,000 infantry, to serve two years with the 
colors and five in the reserve, the cavalry to 
consist of 465 squadrons, the field artillery of 
81 battalions, the pioneer battalions to number 
20, and cadre or skeleton battalions of infantry 
to be formed to the number of 123 only for a 
period, for which a term of two years’ service 
should be fixed. 

Chancellor von Caprivi admitted that the 
proposal implied a recognition of the general 


t principles of the bill but would not suttice for 


the needs of the German Empire. Regarding 
the means of meeting the increased outlay, the 


Government, the Chancellor added, was pre- 
pared to entertain fresh proposals but could not 
accept Lierr Lieber’s amendment. 

Herr xichter introduced an amendment fixing 
the ppenee footing at 486,988 from Oct, 1, 1893, 
to oh 31, 1895. This would substantially 
continue the present peace footing for a longer 
period, as under the law of July 15, 1890, to 
continue in force to March 31, 1894, the peace 
strength of the army is 486,983, besides oflicers, 
Surgeons, Paymasters, &c.

THE ULSTER DEFENSE LEAGUE. 


ORGANIZING IN IRELAND TO OPPOSE 
HOME RULE. 


Lonpon, March 16.—A Unionist manifesto 
has been issued over the signatares of the Duke 
of Abercorn, the Marquis of Londonderry, the 
Earl of Erne, Lord Arthur Hill, Col. Saunder- 
eon, the Mayors of Belfast and Londonderry, 
ané others. 

The manifesto announces the formation of an 
Ulster Defense League, “‘ not merely to continue 
the struggle for the union, but to prepare to 
meet any contingency.” The signers call upon 
Unionists to qualify at once as members of the 
league. The two necessary qualifications of 


every successful applicant for admission are 
that he be a full-grown man and pledge himself 
to be faitnful to the cause of the union. Those 
enrolled as members will send delegates to Bel- 
fastto form a central assembly of 600 mem- 
bers, who will elect a governing council of sixty. 

The last words of the manifesto are, “ Be 
patient, enroll, combine.” 


BANK OF ENGLAND DIVIDEND, 


GOVERNOR POWELL’s REPORT ON THE 
BARING LIQUIDATION. 


Lonpox, March 16.—The half-yearly meeting 
of the Bank of England was held to-day. Gov- 
ernor Powell announced a dividend of 4% per 
cent. 

Referring to the Baring liquidation, Governor 
Powell stated that the operations of the past 
six months had reduced the liabilities by more 
than £500,000, making the total a little over 
24,500,000. The guarantors had decided to con- 


tinue one-fourth of their original guarantees — 

that is, be responsible for one-fourth of the 

amount for which they were originally reepon- 

sible—beyond the original date of the expira- 

tion of the guarantees in November next.

MRS. SEWALL TELLS ABOUT THE 
CONGRESSES TO BE HELD. 


NOT FOR THE PROMOTION OF ANY ONE 
LINE OF WOMAN’S WORK, BUT FOR 
THE DISCUSSION OF BROAD QUES- 
TIONS—A GENTLEMAN SHUTS A WIN- 
DOW AND GETS AN INVITATION. 

Mrs. May Wright Sewall, President of the 


National Woman’s Counociland Chairman of the © 


International Woman’s Congress, which is to be 
held at the Columbian Exposition from May 15 
to May 23, told about 150 ladies many interest- 
ing things regarding the congress at the Fifth 
“Avenue Hotel yesterday afternoon. 

Among the ladies present were Mrs. E. B. 
Grannis, Mrs. Jennie Lozier, Mra. Dr. Helmuth, 
Mrs. M. Louise Thomas, Mrs. Judge Higby, Mra. 
May R. Smith, Mrs. Delamater, Mrs. Weed, 
Mrs. Isabella Davis, Mrs. A. M. Palmer, and 
Mrs. Urquhart. 

Mrs. Sewall characterized the proposed con- 
gress as “the spiritual and intellectual ex- 
hibit” of the World's Fair, and as to the success 
which now seems promised for it, she said 
much was due to the efforts of Mra. Potter 
Palmer and Mrs. Charles Henrotin of Chicago. 

The congress in which women were to be the 
leading spirits, she said, was under the manage- 
ment of women, and in all the congresses which 
are to be held during the fair women would par- 
ticipate to an extent which she regarded as 
significant. More than 100 congresses had been 
arranged, and in all but two women are to 
take partin the discussions. 

“I presume those two are the Bankers’ Con- 
gress and the Commercial Congress,” she said, 
“though I am not positive. I hope that the 


financial congresses will have the benefit of 
women’s Views, because the pecuniary inde- 
pendence of women is ope of the great neces- 
sities. I hope that in the consideration of flnan- 
cial questions the independent pocketbook and 
the independent bank account for women will 
be allowed to figure in the discussions. 

“In this international con, we hope to 
represent all the activities in which women 
have distinguished themselves, whether by or- 
ganized or by individual effort, and first we 
want it distinctly understood that this ie not 
for the promotion of any one line of woman's 
work or any one branoh of woman’s sphere. It 
is nét a temperance movement It is nota 
movement for the higher education of women. 
It isj not for the propagation of any religious 
sect. It is not forthe spread of the doctrines 
of the Presbyterians, or the Methodists, or 
even of the Uatholics. Thanks to Archbishop 
Ireland’s influence, organizations of Catholic 
women will meet for the first time with or- 
ganizations of women in the Protestant de- 
nominations. 

‘Nor is the congress organized for the polit- 
ical equality of women. It is for the broadest 
possible discussion of the great question of 
advancing the interests, the work, and the con- 
dition of women all over the world. Forty-five 
woman's organizations in the United States, 12 
in England, 2 in Finland, 2 in Sweden, 2 in Nor- 
way,3in Germany, and 2 in France—each a 
national organization—have agreed to send del- 
egates. Individual representation will come 
from Spain, Italy, Austria, Russia, and Tur- 
key.”’ 

The congress, it was said, would-be largely 
memorial, a thanksgiving meeting for the dis- 
covery of the New Worla—designed to secure a 
broad statement of the progress made by women 
in four centuries. 

“ Usually,” said the speaker, “when women 
discuss their condition they are fond of going 
back to the Garden of Eden and beginning with 
Eve's first disagreement with Adam. This year 
all reports will be limited to the period since 
1492.” 

The interest in the South American republics 
was said to be growing, and the wives of the 
Presidents of two of those republics, it was 
said, would attend the congress as delegates 
and speak for the women of those countries, 

Considerable time was devoted to a desorip- 
tion of the resources for managing the congress, 
An art palace is now building in which it will 
be held. There will be two auditoriums, each 
with a capacity of from 2,500 to 3,000, and 
smaller rooms adjoining, in which the branch 
congresses will be held atthe same time. The 
general division of topics for discussion will be 
education, philanthropic, and charitable works, 
literature and art, social reforms, civil law, and 
government and religion. The particular topics 
will be many, among them civil and social evo- 
lution of woman, woman’s administrative 
ability, and the political future of women. This 
last will be treated by Lady Henry Somerset of 
England. Woman on the stage, woman in the 
pulpit, the ethics of dress, and women as pa- 
triots will be other prominent topics. 

Woman’s contribution tothe musical world 
will be given especial attention at the closing 
exercise of the congress, which will be a grand 
sacred concert, in which the compositions of 
women alone will be presented. [t had been 
decided, Mrs. Sewall said, to break down the 
barriers and allow four men to participate in 
the singing. 

“And won't those four men be honored?” 
asked Mrs. Sewall. 

Presently a lady seated in one corner of the 
room interrupted with these words: “ This 
window is up, and there is so much noise from 
the street we can't hear whatis said; besides we 
are almost freezing.” 

“Won't some one put down the window!” 
asked Mrs. Sewall. 

No one moved. 

“Ts there a gentleman presentt” asked the 
speaker. 

Capt. Urquhart arose, bowed courteously, and 
lowered the window. 

“There are some things which a gentleman 
can do,” said a voice, and as the situation 
dawned on the Jadies there was a smile from 
one ena of the room to the other. 

“I want to exiend an especial invitation to 
the gentleman who lowered that window to 
attend every session of the Woman's Congress,” 
said Mre. Sewali, and the smile became audible, 
while Capt. Urquhart bowed like a Chesterfield. 

The question of expenses was next disoussed, 
and a plea was made for liberal subscriptions to 
the Patrons’ list on bebalf of New-York ladies. 
The payment of $100, it was said, would entitle 
the donor to all the privileges of individual 
membership in the National Council. 

The ladies of the National Council had under- 
taken to raise a fund for the entertainment of 
toreign delegates. The Government oon- 
tributed largely to the expenses, giving rent 
free, and pares for much of the printing. Many 
subscriptions from prominent members of 
Sorosis, it was said, had been received. 

The speaker urged thejappointment of a Re- 
ception Committee from the New-York ladies 
to receive the delegates from foreign countries 
as soon as they arrive in this country. 

Questions were asked as to the cost of a trip 
from New-York to Chicago. Mra. Isabella Da- 
vis, who was present as the representative of the 
King’s Daughters, said that the organization 
proposed to send special trains to Chicago as 
often asonce a week, with special arrangements 
for the oare and protection of women. The 
cost of a round-trip ticket, with room ina 
firat-class hotel for ten days, would be $50. If 
board at the hotel were wanted the cost would 
be $77. None but first-class modern hotels 
would be patronized, and Mrs. Davis said she 
was going to Chicago ina few days to inspect 
the plumbing and tire escapes of some hotels, 
with which arrangements might be made by 
the King’s Daughters.

BLAMES THE GOVERKOR FOR LOSS OF IN- 
COME AT SING SING PRISON. 


SING SING, March 16.—Warden W. R. Brown 
of Sing Bing Prison arrived at the prison this 
afternoon from Washington, where he had had 


a ocvunference with Senators Hill and Murphy | 


concerning the proposed change in the man- 
agement of the prison. Mr. Brown declined to 
say anything to THe New-YorK TIMES'S re- 
porter about the rumor that Warden Durston 
of Auburn was tocome to Sing Sing to take 
charge of the prison. He said, however, that 


“at the proper time” he might have 8 good 
deal to “ ventilate.” 

Upon the question of cause for a change Mr. 
Brown had a good deal to say. He was appar- 
ently quite anxious to show how it had come 
about that there had been a reduction in the 
earnings of the prison. 

Last Summer, be said, Goy. Flower and some 
friends paid the prison a visit. It was about the 
time of the cholera scare. According to Mr. 
Brown, the Governor asked how many prison- 
ers there were in the prison, and, on learning 
that there were 1,768, and that they occupied 
1,200 cells, desired to know how they were ac- 
commodated. The Warden said he told the 
Governor that it was done by “doubling up” 
several hundred prisoners in single cells. The 
Governor said that that would got do, that the

Mr. Brown.

** And now,” said Mr. Brown, ‘I am censured 
because the prison is not self-supporting.” 

Mr. Brown did notaee how he could do any- 
thing else. He had worked the men left him 
** for all they were worth,” and that was all any 
man could do. 

Mr. Brown thought that the move against 
him had been made because he would not sub- 
mit to the dictation of one of the leaders of one 
of the Democratic factions in the village 
of Sing Sing and discharge Principal 
Keeper James Connaughton, who had faith- 
fully served the prison for nineteen years 
and never missed a day until last Summer 
when he took a day off to go to New-York 
where, for the first time, he saw the elevated 
railroad and Brooklyn Bridge. Such a faithful 
servant, Mr. Brown said, he could not disoharge 
at the dictation of any one. 

This was all the Warden cared to say atthe 
present time. He had endeavored, he deciared, 
to administer the otfice of Warden honestly 
and for the best interest of the State. He had 
received $3,500 a year and his expenses, and 
that he thought was nota poe income. He 
had never, he omphatioally stated, made a cent 
over his salary.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND DECLINES TO 
INTERFERE IN HIS BEHALF. 


WASHINGTON, March 16,—The President has 
refused to interfere in the case of a prisoner 
condemned to die to-merrow. The case is pro- 
voking quite as much discussion here, and of 
about the same sort, as does the Harris case in 
New-York. 

A young man named Schneider, who had been 
a@ wild and lawless youth, was convicted of the 
murder of his wife and his brother-in-law. 
On his trial he had the services of some of the 
Dest lawyers in the District. There were oir- 
cumstances of the murder that made it one of 
the most revolting crimes perpetrated In many 
years. After his conviction Schneider began to 
manifest symptoms that were described by 
his counsel and by some of the local ex- 


pertse as those of Spenatey. A commission of 
three experts from New-York, Drs. Hamilton, 
Chapin, and Dana, declared that the insanity 
was shammed, and that the man was well in 
mind and body. Sentence was reimposed, and 
then an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
which declined to consider the motion for a 
habeas corpus, because the resort to the Su- 
preme Court did not involve the decision of a 
constitutional question. 

Now the }resident has been asked to inter- 
fere because the man is not prepared to die, and 
should therefore be respited, but he has refused 
to listen to this request or to hear the mother 
of the condemned person in his behalf. 

Public opinion here is entirely with the Presi- 
dent. There was an intense feeling of concern, 
for some time, about this trial, and there was 
some fear lest there was to be a miscarriage of 

ustice. If man was ever intended to be hanged, 

tis doubtful whether any man ever so clearly 
deserved the penalty, in the general estimation, 
as this double murderer. The last heard in be- 
half of the prisoner was from a man who in- 
sisted that <he President should net permit a 
man to be hanged on 8t. Patrick’s Day. The 
answer made to that by a New-York man who 
is a good Catholic was, that “ 8t. Patrick’s Day 
was tor good deeds. It will be a good deed to 
kill this man who cruelly murdered his wife and 
brother. St. Patrick oan take care of himself. 
We ought to take care of wife murderers.”

CONTROLLER CAMPBELL’ MEN BUSY 
WITH WORLD’S FAIR ACCOUNTS. 


ALBANY, March 16.—Up to 4 o’elock this 
afternoon the Controller had not received the 
resolution of inquiry into the World’s Fair 
Commission expenditures which the Assembly 
passed yesterday. The distance from the As- 
sembly Chamber is less than 300 yards, and a 
lame man could cover it within five minutes a 
the outside.

distinct from the general appropriation, but 
had been unable to get it. 





Charges Against Judce Biaisdell. 

Fatt RIveR, Mass., March 16.—The Fall 
River Bar Association held a special meeting 
this afternoon and considered the grave charges 
preferred against Judge Blaisdell by Special 
Justice Lincoln. The latter said he had written 


to Gov. Russell, resigning his commission as 
Special Justice, stating his reasons. 

In brief these reasous were that he had been 
led to think there was corruption on the bench 
of the District Cireult, and he did not desire to 
remain longer in a position where he might be 
called upon to adjudge any oases that 
came before it. He hed received an an- 
swer from the Governor accepting his 
resignation and counseling him to prefer 
charges at once before the proper authorities. 
The association adopted a resolution of thanks 
to Mr. Lincoln for his impartial judgments in 
the pastand regretting the occurrence whieh 
impelled him to retire.

TRYING TO OUST MLEOD 


Se 
THE FIGHT AGAINST HIM AS A 
READING RECEIVER. 


NEW-YORK AND FOREIGN BONDHOLD- 
ERS CO-OPERATE—SPECIFIC CHARGES 
MAY BE PRESENTED AGAINST MR. 
M’LEOD—HIS FRIENDS SAY THAT HE 
WILL NOT BE REMOVED. 


J. Edward Simmons, Louis Fitzgerald, J. G. K 
Dner, and Henry N. Whitney, who compose the 
committee of New-York holders of the general mort- 
gage bonds of the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road Company, met yesterday and reaffirmed their 
determination to try and have Mr. McLeod removed 
a@s receiver. The request for Receiver McLeod's 
removal is, for the present, based on the general 
ground that he has proved himself incompetent to 
manage the affairs of the company, and therefore 
should not be intrusted with any further powers and 
responsibilities, 

As soon asthe committee ascertains exactly the 
condition of the Reading’s finances there may be 
some specific charges framed against Mr. McLeod. 
That, however, is a matter for future consideration. 

John R. Dos Passos, counsel for the committee, re, 
ceived from the counsel of the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany for Insurance on Lives and Granting Annui- 
ties (the Trustee under the Reading mortgage) an 
assurance that the rights of the bondholders would 
not be ignored in whatever proceedings were taken, 
and that no ex-parte action would be permitted by 
the frustee. This assurance was in answer to the 
following requests made by the counsel for the bond- 
holders’ committee: #¢rst—To intervene to prevent 
the issuance of receivers’ certificates by the re- 
ceivers of the Reading Railroad which may have any 
priority to the aforesaid boads. Second—'To re-form 
the mortgages so as to provide for the setting aside 
of 10 cents on each ton of coal mined by the Reading 
Railroad Company as asinking fund for the afore- 
said bonds. hird—To ask for the removal of Mr. 
McLeod as one of the receivers. 

In this movement the New-York committee has 
the co-operation of the London committee, which 
represents a very large amount of Reading bonds in 
the hands of toreign investors. 

Some of Mr. McLeod’s friends telegraphed from 
Philadelphia to certain Wall Street brokers yester- 
day that the movementagainst MoLeod would prove 
futile. They declared that there was no prospect 
that the trustee of the general mortgage would do 
anything to remove him from the receivership. Pe- 
titions from London and New- York, it was asserted, 
would count for nothing. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 16.—Samnuel 8. Hollings- 
worth, representing the Pennsylvania Company for 
Insurance on Lives and Granting Annuities, came 


into the United States Court to-day and stated to 
Judge Dallas that his object in coming into court 
was notto make any application in regard to the 
demands made on the company by the New-York 
bondnolders of the Reading Railroad, but he was 
there to ask that the court would not do anything in 
any application that might be made in the matter 
without first giving notice to the Pennsylvania 
ae for Insurance on Lives and Granting An- 
nuities.

One great advantage of the amendments 
to the bill for the protection of the water 
supply of this city which have been ap- 
proved by the New-York Academy of Medi- 
cine is that they give to a competent body 
of experts ample power to make and en- 
force rules to prevent contamination with- 
out delay, while under the bill as orig- 
inally drawn the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works could hardly do more 
than enter upon a protracted proc- 
ess of acquiring land. The Department 
of Public Works has a multitude of func- 
tions, and the Commissioner is already 
overburdened with duties. In view of the 
danger of a visitation of choleraand the 
immense importance of securing and main- 
taining the purity of the city’s water sup- 
ply, it is desirable to have a competent 
body of men take this matter in hand and 
devote a fair share of attention to it with- 
out delay. The power to acquire land, 
wherever and whenever it might be neces- 
sary, would remain, and the necessity 
would be) determined on considerations of 
public interest only, but in the meantime 
there would be power to deal effectively 
with existing sources of pollution and to 
prevent the establishment of new ones.

RD AEE eT REE Oe 

The decision reached by the Recorder 
upon the application for a new trial! for 
CARLYLE W. Harris must have been fore- 
seen by everybody who has read the ac- 
counts of the proceedings upon that appli- 
cation. The District Attorney, by an 
exemplary display of prompt diligence, 
succeeded in meeting, upon a few hours’ 
notice, a mass of “evidence” which had 
rather a formidable aspect until it was 
sifted and shown to contain nothing that 
was trustworthy or of value in chang- 
ing the position in which the verdict of the 
jury left the case. The Recorder holds 
that there is nothing in the new affidavits 
which, if it had been submitted at the | 
trial, would have changed the verdict. He 
might have added that some of the affiants 
would not have ventured to present them- 
selves as witnesses at the trial and to 
repeat the substance of their affidavits 
subject to the penalties for perjury. It 
seems that the last resource of the defense 
has now been exhausted. 
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Opponents of the proposed extradition 
treaty with Russia are circulating for sig- 
natures a protest which isto be sent to 
Secretary GrusHaM. Already the names 
of many prominent citizens have been at- 
tached to this protest. Almost everybody 
isin the dark as to the exact terms of the 
obnoxious clause in the treaty and as to 
the precise status of the treaty itself. We 
see no reason why the public should not be 
fully informed on the subject. So far as 
we are able to learn, the document is still 
in the custody of the Senate after having 
been ratified at the late session of Congress. - 
It cannot have any binding force until 
ratifications have been exchanged and the 
document has been duly promulgated by the 
two Governments. If there is the least 
danger thatit would have the effect that 
is apprehended as to the surrender of po- 
litical refugees from Russia, our Govern- 
ment should never consent to its promul- 
gation. If it comes into the control of the 
present Administration, as we assume it 
must, we feel pretty sure that no steps will 
be taken to give it effect until it has been 
materially moditied. If it-fails altogether, 
no great harm will be done. 
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Whatever the outcome of the pending 
question of annexing or protecting Hawaii, 
the advocates of a telegraphic cable to that 
archipelago can count on a firm friend in 
President CLEVELAND, and his support is 
likely to be decisive in its favor. His an- 
nual message of 1888 declared that “in the 
vast field of Oriental commerce now un- 
folded from our Pacific borders, no feature 
presents stronger recommendations for 
Congressional action than the establish- 
ment of communication by submarine tele- 
graph with Hawaii.” He put 'this on the 
ground that “‘the geographical position of 
the Hawaiian group, in relation to our Pa- 
cific States, creates a national interdepend- 
ency and mutuality of interest which our 
present treaties were intended to foster, 
and which make close communication a log- 
ical and commercial necessity.” This, it 
will be observed, was said long before, in 
the Fifty-second Congress, a bill for such a 
cable passed the Senate, but did not get 
the required majority in the House. Since 
then the argument in favor of the scheme 
has received a double support in the survey 
of practicable routes by two Government 
vessels, starting from different points, and 
above all by the events of the last two 
months, which have brought home to the 
people the desirability of such a cable, as 
Mr. CLEVELAND long ago strongly ex- 
pressed it. 














THE RAPID-TRANSIT BILLS. 

There was a hearing yesterday before the 
Assembly Committee on Cities on the Far- 
quhar and Ellison Rapid-Transit bills, but 
it afforded little promise of practical action 
on the subject. There will not be much 
prospect of useful legislation until there is 
a general agreement upon what is to be 
done. Besides the two bills pending in the 
Assembly there is another in the Senate, and 
a “plentiful lack” of unity of purpose all 
around The main feature of the Ellison 
bill, which emanated from the Real Estate 
Exchange, is a provision for submitting to 
a vote of the people of the city the question 
of having rapid-transit roads constructed 
for the municipality under the direction of 
the present commission and at the public 
expense, The Farquhar bill provides for a 
new commission, consisting of the Mayor 
and four other members to be appointed by 
him, of whom two shall belong to onepolit- 
ical party and two to the other. The con- 
currence of four Commissioners would be 
necessary to determine any question. This 
is intended to prevent the control of the 
action of the commission in the interest of 
any political organization and would en- 
able the other four Commissioners to act 
independently of the Mayor if necessary. 
It is the intent of the bill that the new 
commission should have the advantage of 
what has been done by the old one in lay- 
ing out routes and devising plans, but 
with the power to make any modifications 
that might be deemed advisable. 

It is the purpose of the Farquhar bill to 
have the franchise offered again to private 
capital upon new terms and conditions. 
With this view it wonld be kept free from 
embarrassing restrictions, which are as- 
sumed to have been the cause of the failure 
to dispose of the franchise at the so-called 
sale last December. Practically no restric- 
tionis put upon the issue of stock and 





in no hurry. Some of the: 


bonds by the company to be formed, and it 
would be allowed to conduct the work of 
construction with little or no supervision or 
hindrance by the commission. Neitheris any 
limitation put upon the fares and charges 
to be imposed upon traffic. In short, the 
| plan seems to be to give a private corpora- 
' tion free rein if it will put in the capi- 





tal and do the work on the lines to be laid 
down by the commission as to routes and 
the genera] plan of construction. In other 
words, the franchise is to be made as at- 
tractive as possible to private capital as 
an inducement to provide rapid transit for 
the city. This, it is supposed, would afford 
a fair test of the question whether private 
capitalists believe that there is money in 
the undertaking. Then if they failed to 
come forward, the question of construction 
at the expense of the city would be sub- 
mitted to a popular vote. 

In case the matter went that far and 
the vote was in favor of going further, 
a contract would be made by the com- 
mission with some corporation for the 
construction, equipment, and operation of 
the proposed system, The city would fur- 
nish the money for the construction only 
of the rapid-transit roads by the issue of 
its bonds, while the contracting company 
would do the work of construction, and 
would equip, maintain, and operate the 
lines at its own expense. The company 
would then have a lease of the roads and 
pay to the city the interest upon its bonds 
and an additional percentage upon their 
amount to provide a sinking fund for the 
payment of the principal. This plan would 
make it for the interest of the company to 
avoid waste or extravagance in the cost of 
construction, as that would furnish the 
measure for its subsequent payments for 
the use of the roads, and if successful it 
would result in the payment of the interest 
and principal of the bonds out of the pro- 
ceeds of the operation of the system, so 
that no part of it would ever have to be 
met by taxation. 

The bill introduced by Senator BRowNn 
provides for a new commission, and. seems 
to contemplate beginning the work of 
preparation all over again, the final upshot 
being the construction of rapid-transit 
roads by the city. If anything is to be 
done by the Legislature, the Farquhar bill 
seems to be the most practical measure to 
base action upon, but it is necessary in 
some way to concentrate all efforts upon a 
single plan. We confess that we see little 
prospect of the harmony and earnestness 
necessary for the accomplishment of the 
object in view. The chief difficulty is that 
public sentiment has been demoralized by 
the conduct of the present Rapid-Transit 
Commission in making a failure of the 
plan upon which it had worked for nearly 
two years in seeming good faith, and then 
devoting its attention, not to securing 
rapid transit for the city, which was the 
sole purpose of its creation, but to ex- 
tending the privileges of the present make- 
shift system of elevated roads. The great- 
est obstacle to legislation at this moment 
is this pottering of the commission with 
the Manhattan system and keeping every- 
body in doubt as to what is to come of it. 

THE TARIFF IN THE COURTS. 

The new Administration at Washington 
inherits some interesting cases in the 
courts relating to the proper interpretation 
of the MoKinley tariff, and among these 
are the legal proceedings designed to give 
force to the tricky phrases inserted in the 
McKinley wool schedule by LAWRENCE of 
Ohio and the political shepherds associ- 
ated with him. So long as the Treasury 
Department was controlled by his political 
friends, LAWRENCE could rely upon its 
assistance whenever he urged that duties 
should be exacted in accordance with the 
purpose he had in mind when he manipu- 
lated the phraseology of the wool schedule, 
rather than in obedience to the require- 
ments of the law as they had been under- 
stood by the manufacturers at the time 
when the bill was passed. He was 
continually protesting against the 
application of the law by customs 
officers who had not been enlightened 
as to the possible force of the changes 
which he had made, and the department 
commonly responded quickly to his pro- 
tests. The result was the exaction of 
duties which the importers and manufact- 
urers had not foreseen. Their appeals gave 
rise to much litigation, and some impor- 
tant cases are still pending. A good exam- 
ple of LAWRENCE’s handiwork was the 
slight change which caused the imposition 
of a duty of 400 per cent. on common goat 
hair, to the great surprise of the manufact- 
urers. 

LAWRENCE would have imposed abso- 
lutely prohibitory duties on all kinds of 
wool if he could have done this, but his 
power was limited, and he sought to in- 
crease surreptitiously the duties that 
seemed to be expressed plainly in the bills 
One suit now pending in the Circuit Court 
of Appeals relates to a provision of the 
statute to which he must have de- 
voted much careful study. The Mc- 
Kinley act on the face of it makes 
@ wholly unwarrantable increase in the 
old duties on carpet wool. The new-rates 
are 32 and 50 per cent respectively for the 
two grades. Substantially all of the car- 
pet wool usedin this country must be im- 
ported, and about two-thirds of the wool 
imported is of this kind. LAWRENCE and 
his associates contended that the sorting 
clause of the schedule should be applied to 
wools of this class, in order that the duties 
upon large quantities of carpet wool might 
be multiplied by two or three, although the 
exaction of an ad valorem rate of 82 or 50 
per cent. must always insure the collection 
of proportionate duties when the value of 
the wool has been increased by sorting or 
any other process. Their purpose was not 
to insure the collection of these high rates 
under all circumstances, but to compel the 
manufacturers to pay 64 or even 96 per 
cent. instead of 32, and 100 or even 150 
per cent. instead of 50. 

They have been defeated in a lower court, 
but they were able to induce the depart- 
ment to appeal from the decision. This 
action was taken upon the recommen- 
dation of Attorney General MILLER, anda 
decision on the appeal will soon bo made, 
If the decision of the lower court shall be 
affirmed, it isnot probable that Mr. CLEvE- 
LAND’s Administration will take any fur- 
ther interest in LAWRENCE’s attempt to 
make the duties on carpet wool prohib- 
itory. 

No one will be surprised if the present 
Administration declines to support some of 
the other contentions to which the preced- 
ing Administration became a party at the 














urgent solicitation of Lawrence. There 
‘are several matters of this kind pending in 
various stages of development in the de- 
partment and in the courts. In all of 
them the Government, as it was under 
Harrison, McKintry, and LAWRENCE, 
asks for the enforcement of duties higher 
than those which seemed to be indicated 
on the face of the statute. An impression 
prevails in this country that the duties as 
they are openly expressed are very much 
too high, and the present Administra- 
tion will not be urged by petition or 
otherwise to make them higher. There 
will be no attempt to prevent the 
enforcement of the clear meaning of 
the present tariff law, so long as that 
law shall exist, but the Government will 
not exhaust its ingenuity in argument for 
the benefit of LAWRENCE or of any other 
assistant of McKINLEY who may assert 
that by twisting some tricky phrase of the 
statute a duty higher than that which is 
plainly expressed can be exacted.

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

In the closing hours of the last session of 
Congress a very moderate increase in the 
appropriation for the United States Civil 
Service Commission was defeated in the 
Senate. Three Senators were prominent in 
the opposition to this increase, and they 
happened to represent three divisions of 
the Senate. One was Senator Harris of 
Tennessee, a second was Senator Hae of 
Maine, and the third was Senator STEWART 
of Nevada—a Democrat, a Republican, and 
a free-silver independent. But while these 
gentlemen differ among themselves as to 
other matters, they are cordially united 
in their dislike of reform methods, and even 
more closely in their ignorance of the law, 
of the work of the commission, and of the 
conditions under which it is obliged to 
perform that work. 

Thus Mr. HALE wanted to know why the 
local examiners were not selected from 
among prominent men in the various local- 
ities. Mr. ROOSEVELT is obliged to explain 
that the law expressly requifes that the 
examiners shall be appointed from men 
in the service. This is in many ways an 
undesirable plan, and in some it is a most 
unfair and contemptible plan. It is unde- 
sirable because it would often be possible 
to get better examiners on particular snb- 
jects outside the service, and because it 
would be extremely advantageous to en- 
list in the work intelligent and influential 
men of each party. Nothing convinces a 
sensible man of the excellence, efficiency, 
and equity of the reform methods so 
quickly and completely as to give him 
a share in the application of them. 
He promptly perceives that they are 
businesslike, that their purpose is a 
wholesome one, and that they secure the 
best service for the Government while 
making a fair opening in the public employ 
for those who are fitted for it. But under 
the law, with its picayune economy, out- 
giders cannot be employed as examiners. 
On the other hand, the employés of the 
Government detailed to do this work 
neither receive any added pay for it nor 
are they excused from the performance of 
their regular duties. In these circum- 
stances, it is highly creditable to the char- 
acter of the average American that these 
overworked and underpaid examiners 
have, as a rule, been careful, laborious, 
faithful, and zealous. Their treatment is 
all the more shameful. The commission 
has repeatedly asked to have the law 
changed, but always in vain. 

Senator HARRIS was even more extreme 
and foolish than Senator Hate. He de- 
clared that he would be willing to “‘ econo- 
mize” by striking out allof the $40,000 
required by the commission. To this Mr. 
ROOSEVELT makes an ingenious and happy 
reply. He points out that the $40,000 
pays the expenses of a system embracing 
some 43,000 employés, or less than $1 a 
head, and gives them a substantial tenure 
of office so long as they are fitted for it. 
He then quotes Secretary WINDOM’S state- 
ment that it takes a green employé about 
six months to learn to do his work as well 
as the one he replaced. Supposing that the 
old rule of a change every four yearsshould 
be re-established, every new man would 
waste about one-eighth of his time, or, as 
the average salaries are $800 at least, 
would waste $100 a year. If only 20,000 
of the 43,000 now under the rules were 
replaced, there would be $2,000,000 a year 
wasted. This is now saved by the expen- 
diture of $40,000. Every dollar spent 
saves at least $50, and from that to $100. 
Does any one believe that the money spent 
on Senators’ salaries gives as good areturn 
as that? 


But, apart from such ccnsiderations,, 


which, nevertheless, are rational and legiti- 
mate, it is high time that Senators and 
Congressmen recognized that the work of 
the Civil Service Commission is as useful 
and necessary as that of any department 
or bureau of the Government, It should be 
properly provided for. All the money 
needed to carry it on efficiently and readily 
should be appropriated for it, and it should 
be possible steadily and wisely to extend 
the system. The petty, carping, obstruct- 
ive spirit manifested toward it by men in 
high legislative position is to the last de- 
gree discreditable to their public spirit 
and their common sense. 
THE GERMAN ARMY BILL. 

The discussion now going on in Germany 
over the new Army bill is likely to make 
an epoch in the constitutional history of 
the empire. This ig the first occasion on 
which an issue has been fairly made be- 
tween the Emperor and the representatives 
of the people. It is very fortunate that it 
should have been made on the most im- 
portant question that divides them, the 
strength of thearmy. The maintenance of 
the army is not only by far the largest 
item in the imporial budget; it is more 
than a third of the total cost of the Gov- 
ernment in all its branches and of the total 
contributions of the people. It is the main 
incubus upon the industry of Germany, 
and it would be felt as an enormous handi- 
cap upon that industry if the industrial 
rivals of Germany were not subjected to 
the same burdens, 

It is at all events felt by the German 
people as a most onerous charge, although 
the great majority of Germans acquiesce in 











the necessity of it and their r ta- 
tives are willing to continue it. But it is 
not merely a continuance of the burden, it 
isan inorease of it that the Government 
demands. A considerable increase, it has 
been shown in the debates, the people do 
not see the necessity of, are not disposed to 
acquiesce in, and will resist, even to the 
dissolution of the Legislature. Itis fair to 
say that the necessity has by no means 
been made out. The present peace foot- 
ing of the army was fixed in 1890 by 
a law that was to expire by its own 
limitation at the end of March, 1894. It is 
impossible to show that the political or 
military situation of Europe has so 
changed inthe meantime as to require an 
increase of the German armament. The 
Dreibund is seemingly as strong and as 
stable now as it was then, and the “ under- 
standing” between France and Russia, if 
it had not been so openly manifested, was 
then as clearly as it is now a national in- 
terest or a national necessity to the two 
powers concerned. Yet the Government 
declares that the expenditure it then 
thought adequate for the national defense 
has now become inadequate. The reasons 
it gives for this change of opinion are 
evidently not satisfactory to the Legislat- 
ure, nor will they be to any disinterested 
observer. 

The increase over a charge that is al- 
ready and was intended to be as much as 
the country could fairly bear is very con- 
siderable, though it is not very easy, on 
account of the difference of nomenclature, 
to determine just whatitis. According to 
the compromise proposed on behalf of the 
National Liberals, but rejected as insufli- 
cient by the Chancellor, the infantry is to 
consist of 462,000 enlisted men. Upon the 
present peace footing that arm numbers 
835,921. If this increase were main- 
tained throughout the whole service, 
the peace strength of the army would 
be raised from half a million of men, 
exclusive of officers, to more than 650,000. 
The corresponding addition to the burdens 
of the country is one which no legislator 
ought to sanction without the clearest 
evidence of its necessity. No such evidence 
has been produced, while the proposition 
upon which we are commenting is not the 
measure of the demands of the military 
hieyarchy, for it has been rejected as in- 
ne by the representatives of that 
hierarchy in the Legislature. 

If the Reichstag refuses to accede to the 
Emperor’s demands and the Emperor in- 
sists upon these demands the result must 
be a dissolution. But this, which is the 
only redress the Constitution offers to the 
Emperor, is no redress at all. There can 
be little doubt that the representatives 
who resist this monstrous proposition rep- 
resent the will of the people, and that a 
new election would return a Legislature 
not disposed to go even so far as the pres- 
ent Legislature is willing to go toward 
meeting the Emperor’s views. Unless the 
Emperor’s temper gets the better of him, he 
will take the best the present Reichstag 
will do for him and be thankful. But there 
is scarcely any ruler living who is less pa- 
tient of opposition, andit may be that he 
will be inspired by the resolution of the 
great FREDERICK to ignore that this 
is the nineteenth century. In that case 
the struggle that would ensue would 
weaken Germany’s position in Europe much 
more than that position could be strength- 
ened by the addition the Emperor desires 
to the German Army.

MANY BANKS VICTIMS OF A 5ST. 
BIG GROCERY HOUSE.

ST. PAUL, March 16.—When the business men 
of 8t. Paul read the schedule of assets and lia- 
bilities of the Beaupré Mercantile Company 
this afternoon they were ustounded. The fail- 
ure of the big wholesale grocery house was 
known to be a bad one, but when it was learned 
that the liabilities footed up $517,286 it was 
realized that probably the assignee would not 
be able to pay more than 25 cents on the dol- 
lar. Eastern firms are caught for amounts 
varying all the way from $10,000 to $120,000. 

Joseph B. Ames & Co. of Boston hold twenty- 
four notes of $5,000 each, an aggregate of 
£120,000. Lobdell, Farwell & Co. of Chicago 
have notes of the firm aggregating $17,352.92. 
Two New-York banks are suilerers by the col- 
lapse—the Hanover National and Mercantile 
National—the former for $15,000 and the latter 
for $40,000. 

The First National Bank of St. Paul holds 
notes aggregating $76,101, secured by bonds of 
members of the firm who are bankrupt, and be- 
sides holds secured notes for $1,399. The Mer- 
chants’ National Bank of 8t Paul holds notes 
secured asin case of the First National for 
$78,493 and unsecured notes for $13,726. 

The notes given by the Beaupré Mercantile 
Company, indorsed by one or more members of 
the firm, foot up $439,470. Besides these the 
company indorsed the notes of its customers to 
the extent of $77,816, running the grand total 
liabilities up to $517,286. 

Among the banks caught on these notes are 
the First Mational of Faribault for $9,843, the 
Citizens’ Sank of Mankato $6,865, and the 
First National of Owatonna $8,061. 

The assets foot up $168,658, but very many 
business men believe not over $100,000 will be 
realized.

ANOTHER TRIAL OF A SUIT BETWEEN 
INDIANA POLITICIANS. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 16.—This morning in 
the Harrison Cirouit Court at Corydon, Ind, a 
famous damage case was ended. It was the 
suit of Patrick MoCormack of Columbus, Ind., 
against Patrick Sweeney for $25,000 damages 
for slander. The jury brought in a verdict for 
the defendant, 

In 1890 Patrick MoCormack was a candidate 
for the Demooratic nomination for Treasurer of 
the State of Indiana. He averred that Patrick 
Sweeney had injured hia good name and de- 


feated his nomination by the circulation of scan- 
dalous reports about him, impeaching his hon- 


esty. 

Bweene had been a former partner of McCor- 
mack in Columbus, Ind. They dise¢olved part- 
nership and were afterward bitter enemies, 
The Sweeney brothers of Jetfersonville—Michael 
and James—took sides with their brother and 
became involved in the affair. The case was 
tried once before, in the Jennings Circuit Court 
at North Vernon, and a verdict of 1 cent dam- 
ages was rendered. A new trial, with a change 
of venue to Harrison County, was had with the 
result stated.

MR. NIKISOH’S FAREWELL, 

The music lovers of New-York bade farewell 
to Arthur Nikisch last night. The fifth concert 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra was given 
in Chickering Hall, and with it closed Mr. 
Nikisch’s brilliant American career, so far as the 
metropolis is concerned. It was an occasion of 
serious, even pathetic interest; and were we a 
more demonstrative people than we are, it 
would doubtless have been marked by a more 
emotional expression of affection than that 
which was noted. As it was, nearly the entire 
audience remained standing at the close of the 
concert and called Mr. Nikisch out several 


times with every evidence of the kindest re- 
gard. The conductor's appreciation of this 
proof of public regard was manifest. There 
can be no doubt that Mr. Nikisoh leaves Amer- 
iea with regret; but the offer which has come to 
him from Buda-Pesth he believes to be the op- 
portunity of his life, and he must not let that 


pase. 

The concert last night was from beginning to 
end an interesting entertainment, though there 
Was an unexpected change in the programme. 
Franz Kneisel, the accomplished concertmeister 
of the orchestra, was to have played the first 
movement of the Brahms violin concerto in D, 
but he was suffering from a severe cold and was 
unable to appear. His place was taken by Mra. 
Nikisch, who sang avery pretty “ pring -. 3g 
by the talented pianist, Ferruccio busoni, with 
orchestra, and afterward, with piano accompa- 
niment by Mr. Nikisch, songs by Brahms, Pade- 
rewski, and Schumann. It is a simple act of 
justice to say that not the smaller part of the 
pleasure gained from this part of the pro- 
gramme was given by Mr. Nikisch’s beaatiful 
accompaniments. His accompaniment to 
Schumann’s “ Friihingsnacht” was simply mar- 
velous in its poetic feeling and wealth of color. 

The orchestral numbers were Berlioz’s ** Le 
Carnaval Romain” overture, the ‘* Waldweben” 
from Wagner’s “ Siegfried,” and Tschaikowsky’s 
fifth symphony. The Wagner number was 
played with admirable finesse and with ex- 
cellent appreciation of its sylvan color; but the

PREPARATIONS MAKING AT HAMPTON 
ROADS FOR THE NAVAL REVIEW. 


Fort Mowrog, Va, March 16, — Admiral 
Walker is expected to-morrow from Washing- 
ton, and upon ‘his arrival he will once more fly 
his flag from the Chicago. According to the aot 
of Congress in relation to the naval review the 
Navy Department, through Admiral Gherardi, 
is empowed to select proper anchorage ground 
for the vessels of the various squadrons, both 
our own and foreign, in Hampton Roads, and 
also in New-York. 

This gives the men-of-war the right of way, 
and the actions of the vessels will have to be 
governed accordingly.

FLUITER OVER THE TREATY, 


THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT, HOW- 
EVER, STICKS TO ITS POSITION. 


OTTAWA, Maroh 16.—There wasa stir in the 
Canadian Parliament to-day over Minister of 
Finance Foster's statement in the House of 
Commons on Monday night that the Govern- 
ment would notask Parliament at present toe 
ratify the treaty with France. 

James Lister, M. P., brought the matter up 
by reading a cablegram from London, in which 
Sir Charles Tupper expressed surprise at the 
action of the Government in refusing to submit 
the treaty to the Canadian Parliament for rati- 
fication, and declared that the treaty was 
signed at the request of the Government of 
Canada, which was acquainted with allits pro- 
visions. He read from areturn brought down 
yesterday cablegrams from the Premier to Sir 
Charles Tupper on the day upon which the 
treaty was signed, telling him that the Cana- 
dian Government did not understand the pro 
visions of the draft treatygand inatructing him 
not to sign the treaty until further notified. 
The correspondence showed that the treaty was 
signed before this cablegram reached the Caua- 
dian Commissioner in Paris. 

The following day Sir Charles telegraphed the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce that the 
treaty had been signed the previous day, ac- 
cording to the instructions given by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada, and saying that it con- 
tained nothing except what was in the draft 
treaty which had been forwarded to Ottawa 
six weeks before. 

“Tt would appear,” said Mr. Lister, ‘‘ from 
this correspondence that the Canadian Govern- 
ment was aware of the rovisions of the 
treaty before it was signed. This being the 
case, it was an act of great discourtesy for the 
Government to refuse to submit the treaty to 
the House for ratification.” 

Minister of Finance Foster said tbat all in- 
structions given to Sir Charles Tupper were 
contained in the return brought down. He re- 
fused to say whether the Canadian High Com- 
misssoner signed the treaty upon instructions 
from the Canadian Government, but said that 
the Government meant to stand by what he had 
said in the House on Monday night. The treaty 
would not be submitted to the Canadian Parlia- 
ment until the present conditions were changed 





OBITUARY. 


SAMUEL BOARDMAN. 


Samuel Boardman, well known as a lawyet 
for many years, and one of the oldest members 
of the New-York bar, died at his home, which 
he made with his sister, Mrs. Henry A. Reed, in 
Roseville, a suburb of Newark, N. J., Tussday 
evening. 

Mr. Boardman was born in Lancashire, Eng 
land, in 1816, and came to New-York when he 
was twelve years old. He studied medicine 
under Dr. David L. Rogers, and after taking his 
degree went to Florida, where he served several 
years as Surgeon in the army. 

About 1860 Mr. Boardman returned to this 
city, and after a few months of study in the law 


office of his brother Andrew, who was in part- 
nership with Jesse W. Benedict under tha firm 
name of Benedict & Boardman, was admitted 
to the bar. When Mr. Benedict died, in 1872, 
Samuel Boardman and his brother joined forces 
under the style of Boardman & Boardman, and 
as such the concern with which Samuel Board- 
man was connected for 60 many years is stiil 
known. 

Andrew Boardman died about twelve years 
ago, and the law firm was reorganized by his 
brotber, his son, Edward C. Boardman, and 
James W. McDermott. Samuel Boardman re- 
tired from active practice eight years ago, and 
since then has suffered almost constantly from 
the asthma and heart disease that ended in his 
death. 

Mr. Boardman was active in politics, before 
the war especially, and was always a thorough 
Democrat. He never held a public office, how- 
ever. He was an old-time member of the Man- 
hattan Club. 

Mr. Boardman leaves an only child, Mra. 
George R. Nichols of East Orange, N. J. The 
funeral will be held at Mrs, Reed’s residence, 88 
North Ninth Street, (Roseville,) Newark, N. J., 
at 11 o’clock this forenoon.

HAWAII GETTING ANXIOUS 


MINISTER STEVENS STILL LOOKS 
FOR ANNEXATION. 


WEWS THAT THE TREATY HAD NOT 
BEEN RATIFIED GIVES JOY TO THB 
ENEMIES OF THE PROVISIONAL GOV- 
ERNMENT—THE ROYALISTS FORM A 
LEAGUE AND ARE TRYING TO MAKE 
ALL THE TROUBLE THEY CAN, 


Ban Francisco, March 16.—The steamer Ala- 
meda arrived from Sydney,via Honolulu, short- 
ly after noon to-day, bringing advices from the 
latter place up to March 9. 

Honxno.u vu, March 9.—If the friends of annex- 
ation were elated on the receipt of the news 
brought by the steamships China and Honolulu 
on the 20th and 22d of February, they were cor- 
respondingly depressed when the Belgio putin 
to Honolulu unexpectedly March 2 and it was 
found that the treaty consummated by Seore- 
tary Foster and the Hawaiian Commissioners 
had not reached a vote in the United States Sen- 
ate. . 

With the exception of Minister Stevens and a 
few other Americans, no one had expected a 
treaty to be arranged so speedily. In fact, it 
was known that certain of the Commissioners 
had arranged their business affairs here with a 
view to being absent at least six months, and 
the fact thatso important s measure had been 
prepared within a few days led to the belief 
that the peopie of the United States appre- 
ciated the situation here and were desirous of 
applying remedial agencies to the difficulties 
under which the provisional Government has 
been laboring. 

The disappointment of the American party in 
the islands was a source of much gratification 
to the Royalists, and it was not late in the day 
before the assertions were boldly made that the 
treaty would never pass the Senate; that an- 
nexation was an impossibitity, and thas the 
new Congress would carry out the policy of op- 
position to the acquiring of foreign territory, 
and would recognize the autonomy of Hawali, 
at least to the extentof agreeing to the acces- 
sion of Kaiulani, heir apparent, supported pos- 
eibly by an American protectorate. 

The published letter of Secretary Foster to 
United Statee Minister Stevens from their 
point of view sustained the adherents of the 
monarchical rule in the belief that the course of 
Stevens and Capt. Wiltse of the cruiser Boston 
was not countenanced by the Washington Gov- 
ernment. 

It was subsequently pointed out to them that 
the fiag of the United States had not been 
hauled down from the place over the Govern- 
ment Building, as would have followed the of- 
ficial disavowal of the temporary protectorate 
established under the pressure of the menacing 
policy of the British Minister. 

Minister Stevens expressed himself as per- 
fectly satisfied with the contents of Secretary 
Foster's letter. 

“You will frequently find,” he said, “ that a 
Judge, in rendering a decision, sums up his 
points in such a way that two-thirds of the 
listeners will say that be will give judgment in 
favor of the opposite party, yet the logical con- 
clusion of the decision may not be in accord- 
ance with those opinions. So with Foster’s let- 
ter, which 1 am satisfied was prepared with 
care, and which, to use my simile, I think gives 
me the case.” 

Mr, Stevens thought the situation had under- 
gone nochange. it was possible that the’ vote 
on the treaty had been reached before the close 


of President Harrison's Administration, but he 
hardly thought it likely. The fenate might 
continue its executive sessions beyond the ex- 
piration of Congress, or & special session might 
ve called. 

He did not think the newspapers that had 
been received indicated that any party lines 
had been drawn on the subject, and reviewed 
the public utterances of many of the public 
men of both parties to support his view that 
they were in accord on this matter. 

He declined to express his individual opinion 
of the political side of the question, but said 
that history showed that for over thirty years, 
when under Jefferson or later Democratic, 
Whig, or Republican Administrations, the 
policy of the State Department had tended to 
this end—that when the Hawaiian monareby 
should cease to exist the United States would 
assume the responsibilities necessary to the 
preservation of ite paramount interests here. 

“ While I have been accused of precipitating 
a revolution,” said Mr. Btevens, “‘the fact re- 
mains, and will be vouched for by many here, 
that I did not desire the reaponsibilities that 
would devolve upon me in the event of achange 
in the Government of Hawali, and when the 
Jones Ministry was appointed and I[ went with 
the Boston to Hilo, I was relieved, for I thought 
the Government was safe in good hands. We 
returned, however, to ind the best Ministry in 
some respects thatthe islands ever had ousted 
from office an‘ a diflerent set in their places. 

“ The revolution followed, and I can say that 
in taking tbe course which I did I was simply 
following the policy specifically laid down un- 
der Secretary Bayard for just such a contin- 
gency, and which, as history shows, has been 
the logical policy of the United States. 

“Thsre was a time when it was thought by 
our Representatives in Congress that a coaling 
gtation and naval rendezvous at Pearl Harbor 
would amply manifest our authority here, but 
that view would not have been generally sus- 
tained in the face of the revolution.”’ 

Minister Stevens said that letters which he 
had sent to Washington bearing on the affairs 
of the islands were not written with a view w 
publication, but he saw from newspapers that 
they had been given out, together with the 
other official documents. These letters, he 
said, expressed his views, although they might 
be open to the criticism of the opposition here. 

He thougbt that the treaty as published was 
a carefully drawn and satisfactory document, 
and it might be that the Senate might deem it 
wise to ratify it ere long. 

« Did not England,” he said, *‘take a stand in 
Samoa because she was practically forced 
thereto by the cry of the Austraiian colonies 
that they were being betrayed by her inaction? 
So here, any great delay, if such were likely, 
might impair our relations with England, Can- 
ada, and the Canadian Pacific Railroad, which, 
in straining after every point to maintain its 
commercial supremacy, is urging the English 
Government to action, and it may lead to a 
protest from the Gladstone Ministry which 
would not be desirable, 

“A popular vote on the question of annexa- 
tion taken here would be useless, for with the 
exception of acertain element and a few inter- 
ested persons of prominence there is no strong 
feeling against annexation. 

“JT am in communication with prominent 
men of the other islands, and they assure me 
that there is, if anything, a sentiment in favor 
of it among the better olags of the natives.” 

Asked as to the significance of the clause of 
the treaty relating to the special laws for the 
disposal of the public lands, and which clause ia 
disappointing in ite terme to certain of the pro- 
visional Government, Mr. Stevens said any dis- 
appointment thereby mustarise from a misun- 
derstanding of the matter. 

The idea conveyed by the clause in question is 
the same as that which led public surveyors in 
the United States to oppose the granting of arid 
lands, which may yet turn out to be the most 
important part of our public domain. 

“You may rest assured,” said Mr. Stevens, 
“that the United States does not intend to de- 

rive the Hawaiians of their rights to these 
ands, butin the drawing up of this treaty it 
was necessary to remove all objections that 
might be raised at home by those who have 
studied the land question. Of course, no ques- 
tion is raised as to the ability of the provisional 
Government to dispose of these lands with jus- 
tice and fairness.” 

Regarding the labor question, which is one of 
the most importan{probiems which wiil require 
solution under annexation, Minister Stevens 
said there wasno provision in the treaty for 
getting rid of Chinese and Japanese laborers 
now here, nor for prohibition of future Japan- 
ese immigration. 

The better class of labor, both Japanese and 
Portuguese, can be obtained without resorting 
tothe contract system, the employer dealing 
directly with the employed. 

Thieis the view taken also by Minister Jones 
of the Finance Department, who differs from 
Mr. Stevens in that he believes that the sugar 
industry must net be curtailed and that cheap 
and foreign labor is a necessity. Whites of auy 
manual ability will not, he thinks, labor in the 
eane fields, and the work is too hard for 

akas. 
Aare Stevens thought that the raising of cane 
would decline, for the reason that much of the 
sagar now used in the world is the product of 
beet culture. The value of these sugar planta- 
tions, with proper roads, bridges, and highways, 
would be vastly greater if used for coffee, ramie, 
or fruit growing, or for manufacturing pur- 
poses under the divers industries which would 
spring up bere, than for the cultivation of sugar 


“ne thought it was the intention of some of the 
most prominent planters to gradually decrease 
their sugar outpat, and turnito other industries 
which could pay better prices for labor. At all 
events, Mr. win, the largest employer of 
laber in the islands, and whoj has about 2,500 
hands at Maui, is not opposed to annexation, 
while Mr, Spaulding, an extensive planter of 
is favoring it.-

et agreed is that in relation to the Crown lands. 

hese lands he thought were now vested in the 
Government, and should be secured to it by the 
vee States for the benefit of the Hawaiian 
people, 

Attorney General W. O. Smith declines, until 
the official text of the treaty is received, t» 
give the opinion of his department as to what 

iaposition the United States should make of 
these lands under annexation. He says that 
under the great division of lands in 1848 cer- 
tain lands were set apart for the use of the 
sovereign. The King immediately began 
to treat them as his private property, 
and when attention was calied to this the 
Legislature in 1865 passed an act defining 
his title, which was an income only, and trans- 
ferred the lands to a commission. Ever since 
that time the Government has exercised con- 
trol overthem, and the Legislature has since 
passed various acts relating to their disposi- 
tion. 

The courts have also by eeveral decisions 
drawn distinctions between these lands and the 

rivate lands of the Kamehamahas and their 
Peire. Various sovereigus have been entitled to 
the income of these lands, but now that the 
Hawalian sovereigns have ceased to exist the 
provisional Government claims title to the 
whole. 

The present unsettled state of affairsis not 
only manifesting an effect on commercial lines 
in Honolulu, but is strengthening the Royalists 
in their opposition, and various measures for 
improving their position have been discussed. 
So far as known no threats of violence or resort 
to arms have been made, but it has been pro- 
posed that representation should be made to 
the English Government in view of the ap- 
parent antipathy to action by the United 
Btates. 

The chief object of these meetings, however, 
appears to have been more of an eliort to work 
up popular demand for suffrage and representa- 
tion in whatevér government might he organ- 
ized if the islands were annexed than anything 


else. 

A meeting was held at which the Hawalian 
Civil Righ League was formally organized. 
The meeting was called at the house of John 
Colburn, the late Minister of Interior under 
Liliucokalani, Seventeen persons, all proposed 
as members of the league, were the only ones 
present. 

Among them were Samuel Parker, the ex- 
Queen’s Premier; A. Peterson, her recent At- 
torney General; Charles Creighton, ex-Marshal 
Charles Wilson, and C. W. Ashford, brother of 
Col. Omey Ashford, the refugee. 

Colburn called the meeting to order, Creigh- 
ton acting as Secretary, and called upon Ash- 
ford to explain the objects of the meeting. 
Ashford made a stirring speech, in which, after 
saying that the Hawaiians were to be annexed 
by the United’ States whether they wanted it or 
not, he spoke of the principles of free speech 
and no taxation without representation as con- 
tended for by force of arms in the early days of 
the republic. 

He then read a draft of a constitution drawn 
up by a committee, of which he and Peterson 
were members, the gist of which was that the 
objects of the league should be to protect by 
all legal means the love of country and free 
representative government, and to encourage 
and promote such action on the part of the re 
ple of Hawaii, irrespective of race, nationality, 
or past political affiliations. 

“It will,” he asserted, ‘‘ serve to acquaint the 
people of America and of the world at large 
with the political conditions and sentiment 
bles gay! in the islands, to the end that no il- 

iberai or despotic schemes of government may 
be imposed upon the land by any foreign 
power, and to preserve to Hawaliin her future 
political career, whether under the Hawaiian 
or any other flag, a continuance of the privi- 
leges of self-government, such as she has en- 
joyed during the last half-century.” 

The officers of the league are to consist of a 
President, Vice President at Large, and four 
Viee Presidents from other islands, two Secre- 
taries, a Treasurer, and an Executive Commit- 
tee of thirteen. Provisionis made for the or- 
ganization of island precinct clubs, any person 
over twenty years of age whe shall pledge him- 
self to support the objects of the league being 
eligible to membership. 

The constitution was discussed section by 
section, and finally adopted. When the time 
came for signing the constitution, Parker and 
one or two others who had not participated in 
the debate heid back, Parker stating that he 
had understood that the meeting was only pre- 
liminary and he was not then prepared to sign. 

After further discussion it was decided to 
postpone signing the conetitution until B copy 
of it in the native Janguage could be prepared. 
Colburn announced that it was the intention of 
the meeting to make Parker Presidentof the 
league. Parker, however, positively declined 
to accept the office, saying he was going back to 
his plantation at Hawaii shortly, and that he 
had not yet decided upon his course with regard 
to the objects of the league. 

If, when he was again settled in Hawaii, he 
should decide to sign the constitution, he would 
do what he could to promote the interests o 
the league there, and would accept one o 
their local offices. 

It was evident Parker did not care to be ase- 
sociated with the movement. On Parker's re- 
fusal to accept the nomination, the office of 
President was passed until the league could be 
established in other isiands, and Colburn was 
chosen Vice President at Large. He withdrew 
in favor of U. W. Ashford. Seven members of 
the proposed Executive Councilof thirteen were 
elected in the persons of Ashfor J. K. Kahookan, 
H. McIntyre, John Colburn, L. J. 8 Evey, 
Antone Rosa, and C. L. Hopkins, three of these 
being Hawaiians by birth. 

The Advertiser, learning of the meeting, print- 
ed a summary of the proceedings next morning, 
March 2, under the heading, ** The Black Flag, 
the Royalists at Work Again.’”’ Following the 
article came an editorial a few days later, in 
which it wae said: 

“ It is as plain as a pikestaff that this Civil Rights 
Leagne is an anti-American Organization, made up 
of rank Royalists, contrived to detain annexation, 
and, if possible, to prevent it altogether. It is in- 
tended to serve as a nucleus for malcontents, and 
all who sympathize with the desire to replace the 
present order by the former anarchy.” 

Ashford, in a letter published in the Honolulu 
Bulletin of March 7, says: 

*“ The league, as such, favors neither anarchy nor 
annexation. It leaves these questions to be decided 
by other means asthey may. It is a coalition of 
both monarchists and annexationists, who hold their 
freedom more dear than forms, and who will quietly 
accept of no form of Government which does not in- 
clude freedom as the fundamental principle. 

“The first public meeting of the league was held 
March 4, but the speeches had no significance. An 
attempt is being made by full-blooded Hawaiians to 
organize a club in opposition to Ashford, and, more- 
over, native sons of Hawaii have been considering 
the advisability of taking some action as a body 
against annexation and in favor of suffrage. 

“In addition to all this agitation, members of the 
provisional Government are experiencing a growing 
coldness among some of their early supporters. 
Members of the militia are the most discontented. 
Some of them claim that the men who bore armas in 
defense of the provisional Government have been 
overlooked in favor of hangers-on of the late régime, 
and hold that ey should be justified in holding out 
for the resignation of certain members of the Min- 
istry, even to the extent of refusing to do military 
duty.” 

The Liberal, Robert Wiloox’s journal, under 
the caption ‘** Annexation,” has an editorial as 
follows: 

“People of every class are now looking to annexa- 
tion as the remedy for our political evils. High 
hopes are entertained for an era of propress and 
prosperity under the intiuence of American enter- 
prise and under American protection. 

“The natives are becoming impatient for annexa- 
tion—that is, all that are convinced there is no hope 
for monarchy. If any obstacle should delay c) 
consummation of negotiations at Washington, 
Hawaii would be ina worse situation than ever be- 
fore; trade would languish, plantations would be 
pbaukrupt, and the political content would reach 
the explosive point. 

* The United States owes it tous to act promptly 
in the matter. While the provisional Government, 
aé @ provisional Government, is all very weil, it does 
not have the elements of = organization. 
Having no constitution or definite apportionment or 
power, having no provision for dismissing or calling 
any of ite members vo account, renders it impossible 
as ® permanent institution. 

“It ie claimed by the former Attorney General, 
A. P. Peterson, who is one of the ablest men in the 
Royalist{Party, that the Japanese Government will

BRITAIN’S INTEREST IN HAWAIL 


A CANADIAN SENATOR’S OBJECTIONS TO 
AMERICAN CONTROL. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 16,—Senator Boulton 
said to-day that he proposed to ask in the Sen- 
ate whether the Dominion Government was 
taking steps to secure a port of call in the 
Hawalian Islands. Speaking to THE New- Yorke 
TIMES’s correspondent, he said: 

“ Australia and New-Zealand bear the same 
relations to Canada that California does to New 
York or Florida, the means of communication 
being the ocean. Directly in the pathway of 
that communication lies the Hawalian Islands, 
solitary beacons on that vast expanse. 

“Should a change in the foreign relations of 
these islands interfere with that commupica- 


tion, and restrict the competition of Canada in 
the trade of the Pacific, the interests of the 
country must suffer. If these islands come 
under the influence of the United States, and 
the government of the islands under the direct 
influence of American citizens, without restric- 
tions, thatinfluence might be used to interfere 
with Canadian competition, the distance from 
Vancouver to Australia being only some 300 
miles longer than from San Francisco, and the 
port of call possessing the same importance to 
the trade from Canadian ports as from Ameri- 
oan ports, 

“ Looking forward, the possibility of the con- 
struction of @ canal across the Isthmus of Nic- 
aragua, the Panama Canal having failed, Ha- 
waiilies directly on the path of the China and 
Japan trade for Great Britain and Canada, 
from the port that would there be created, or 
the trade coming north from the Horn. 

“ When Great Britain either takes ss 
of or extends a protectorate over islands on 
the path of her commerce, those ports are as 
free to the world as to British subjects, not 
ony as ports of oall, but also as to freedom of 
trade and competition. 

*“ Bismarck gave full acquiescence at the Ber- 
lin treaty for the acquisition of Cyprus by 
Great Britain, on the ground that whenever 
England acquired territory it excluded no na- 
tion from the benefits for which she acquired 
that territory for her own people. 

It is just to say that the trade of the British 
Empire far exceeds in importance the foreign 
trade of the United States, and that Canada’s 
share in that trade, which to-day per capita ex- 
ceeds that of the United States, would atno 
distant day increase greatly in importance. 

“The movement for annexation on the part of 
the islands, I have no doubt, arose from the de- 
sire to share in the sugar bounty of 2 cents a 
pound, which the United States Government 
gives to the tere we of sugar within its 
boundaries, and, becoming part of the Repub- 
lic, would extend that bounty to Hawalian su- 
gar. 

“The same ere bait is producing a sim- 
llareftiectin Cuba and Ban Domingo. While 
Canadians should not interpose any difficulty 
that wonld interfere with a more beneficial ciy- 
ilization that might follow upon the annexation 
of these islands, yet, as under annexation and 
the present commercial policy of our neighbors 
they would be closed to British trade, we can- 
not look on with indifference while the incubat- 
ing process proceeds. 

“Capt. Mahanof the United States, the. author 
ofanable work called ‘The Influence of Sea 
Power on History,’ advocates in the Forum the 
acquisition of the islands from a strategic point, 
of view, saying: ‘How much poorer would the 
world have been had Englishmen heeded the 
cautious hesitancy that now bids us reject ad- 
vance beyond our shore lines. And can any 
one doubt that a cordial if unformulated under- 
standing between the two chief states of 
English tradition, to speak freely, withont 
mutual jealousy andin mutual support would 
greatly increase the world’s sum of happiness 

‘“Approached in that spirit the annexation 
might lose ite force as a disturbing element to 
Canadians, but from the fact that the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, differing from the 
British Constitution, confers upon a new State 
sovereign powers, beyond the control of the 
national will, and those powers in a small com- 
munity might be brought under the influence of 
sugar interests and companies, it would hamper 
and thwart Canadian competitionin the Pacific. 
Under British influence it would not react upon 
the American — in the same way, in conse- 
quence of the British free-trade Aen 

‘“*The Government of Great Britain is very 
slow to move whore the interests of the people 
of the United States are at stake, because they 
were 80 closely identified; and have so much in 
common. But the importance of an independent 
and friendly port of call for Canadian commerce 
on the Pacific, when these islands, in a range 
of some three or four thousand miles of ocean, 
alone afford shelter or accommodation, make it 
imperative for the Canadian Government to 
represent to the Imperial Government the in- 
terests of Canada in any change that is con- 
templated.”

MR, CLEVELAND IN NO HASTE 


HE WILL TAKE HIS OWN TIME 
TO MAKE CHANGES. 


THE RESIGNATION OF PENSION COM- 
MISSIONER RAUM ACCEPTED—A D&- 
CREASE NOTED IN THE SWARM 
OF OFFICK SEEKERS — SENATOR 
GRORGE’S MISSING SOMBRERO. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The attendants at 
the White House are beginning to think that 
the end of the great office-secking movement Is 
not far away. They base their opinion upon 
the fact that each day the crowd of place hunt- 
ers grows smaller. Eight years ago, it is re- 
called by old employes at the mansion, the 
rush at this time was sufficient to cause & prac- 
tical cessation of business. 

For the paet week the office seekers have con- 
sumed much of the time of the President, but 
the worstof the movement seems to be over. 
The frequent declarations of Mr. Cleveland re- 
garding the methods to be followed in bestow- 
ing the patronage have undoubtedly had much 
to do with the present state of affairs. Washing- 
ton is an expensive place in which to remain 
for any length of time without occupation, and 
thousands who came here prior to Maroh 4, with 
the intention of remaining until they secured 
fat offices, have since reached the conclusion 
that it would be better to return home and 
wait patiently for Mr. Cleveland to act upon 
their applications. In aday or two the home- 
ward-bound crowd will be considerably in- 
creased. 

For several hours to-day the President had 
his hands full. A iarge number of Senators and 
Representatives called to introduce constitu- 
ents who desire office or to present papers bear- 
ing on cases in which they are interested. + 

Senator George of Mississippi was one of the 
callers. He worea large black soft hat, and 
when he reached the President’s room laid 1t 
aside without a thought concerning its eafety. 
He had a nice talk with the President and then 
started to pick up his headpiece. It was no- 
where to be seen. Somebody with a liking fora 
typical Southern hat had appropriated it with- 
out leaving atrace of his identity. Mr. Loeff- 
ler, who guards the doors of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s room, was visibly worried, for this 
was the second hat which had been lost in the 
mansion within afew days. After searching in 
vain for the missing sombrero, he offered to 
provide Mr. George with a hat which would en- 
able him to reach home without running the 
risk of taking cold; but the Mississippi Senator 
must have been somewhat nettled, for he re- 
fused the kind offer, and, buttoning up his coat 
and turning up the collar, he went out bare- 


headed and made for the nearest hat store. 
Hereafter a more careful watch will be kept 
upon hats laid aside by visiting statesmen, and, 
presumably, fewer hats will be laid aside, for 
newe of this kind travels fast. 

Almost every day there is anew policy pre- 
pared for the President by the people who are 
impatiently waiting for him to begin making 
nominations to office. These policies are not 
great or essential, but they account to the men 
who make them for the otherwise. unaccounta- 
ble delay in providing places for them. Each 
State finds a policy to suit itself, and if the men 
from all parts could get together to compare 
theories, they would at once reach the conolu- 
sion that if the President were really responsi- 
ble for all the nonsense they put in his head, he 
would be constantly employed in devising use- 
less ways of instantly doing things that are not 
at all necessary to be done in haste. 

When the President declared, a few days ago, 
that he did not discover any reason for haste 
he ought to have prepared the many applicants 
for office for some deliberation if they had not 
read his utterances just before inauguration. 
There does not appear to be any immediate 
necessity for a“ clean sweep." There has been 
80 little change since March 4 that the Govern- 
ment moves along asifthere had not been an 
election. While this may be lamented by the 
eager partisans, it may be of great benefit to 
the Administration in giving it the time for 
consideration of candidates that may save it 
from oriticism and rebuke by and by. The 
changes will come in good time. 

The Administration came to the conclusion 
to-day that it would get along without Pension 
Commissioner Raum, and the resignation of 
that officer, who has been a trial to his own 
party, was accepted this afternoon, to take ef- 
Teot at once. 

The President has had several names under 
consideration for this nomination. That the 
Commissioner will come from an Eastern Atate 
there is no doubt, but that is about all thatis 
known for a certainty. Representative Levi 
Maish of Pennsylvania, who was a member of 
the Fifty-first Congress, has been referred 
to as likely to be offered the po- 
sition. He would meet the demand. for 
a Union soldier for the office, and he 
would be a fine, robust Commissioner, as he is a 
six-footer of strong frame and good propor- 
tions. There is reason to Delieve that the Presi- 
dent will try to get a man who will carry out 
the idea entertained by Gen. Slocum, as re- 
ported in some of the papers this morning, that 
the pension list has become tainted with fraud, 
and that it shall be scrutinized to ascertain 
whether it may not be purified. 

Bome of the Representatives who are impa- 
tient because of the delay of nominations are 
suggesting that the Senators are purposely 
postponing the organization of that body, with 
the intention of securing from the President 
the expression of a wish that they shail * move 
on.”’ The only reason that Senators might have 
in delaying business might be, perhaps, that 
they could constrain the President by anxiety 
to secure confirmations to yield more readily 
tothe wants which they have expressed to him 
in their visits. There are some aspects of the 
new Senate committees that would justify this 
notion to a very suspicious person, but the 
suspicion has probably not entered into the 
President's mind. 

Until the Senate has manifested a disposition 
to progress the business given to it there will 
be no rushing of the names to the Capitol, and 
if there should be an absolute refusal to confirm 
on personal grounds it would be possible to run 
the Government for a while without a change of 
officers. A few men would be found who would 
be willing to be regarded as “hold-overs” if 
they could draw their salaries regularly. When 
Democrats are kept out of offices by the opsti- 
nacy of Democratic Senators, the Senators will 
be prepared tosettle with the people, whom they 
are supposed to serve. 

It is noticeable that much of the oriticism 
already directed against the methods of the new 
Administration comes from members of Con- 
gress who appear to have cherished the delusion 
thatthe incoming of Mr. Cleveland would be 
the signal for the immediate retirement of 
every office holder who was not protected by 
the civil service rules, and had not voted the 
Democratic ticket in the late election. A great 
many Representatives are going about the busi- 
ness of securing recognition for their constitu- 
ents in a businesslike way, and these are not 
grumbling in the least over the present situa- 
tiov. A Democratic Representative from Iowa 
said to-night to the correspondent of Tur New- 
YorkK Timxs that he had noreason to complain 
of the treatment he had received atthe hands 
of the Administration. 

“T have no fault whatever to find with the 
methods adopted by Mr. Cleveland and his as- 
sociates,” saidhe. “To me they seem mighty 
businesslike. There is no rezson why the pub- 
lic business should be suspended in order to be- 
stow titles upon a few thousand Democrats 
who have not the faintest trace of business 
ideas in their make-up. For one thing, the new 
ruling ep | Postmasterships is eminently 
proper. Under it no man who is unpopular 
stands much of a chance to seoure the Post- 
mastership in his town or city. Aecording to 
the old system, the man who had a‘ pull’ with 
the Administration, no matter how unpopular 
he might be at bome, had the bess claim upon 
the local Post Office. 

““Mr. Cleveland adopted business-like meth- 
ods, and I am sure the people at large applaud 
him. So faras lam concerned I have received 
courteous treatment at the White House since 
the election, and I have no doubt that the 
recommendations I have made will receive the 
attention they deserve. That is all any reason- 
able man could ask for. So far the office seekers 
have overrun the mansion, and the result is 
seen in the limited number of nomina- 
tions sent to the Senate. I am glad to see 
that the orowd of pap hunters is decreasing. 
The emaller it grows the greater will be the 
number of appointments, for the President will 
have more time to devote to the subject of the 
oftices. I am convinced that Democrats who 
have a little patience will have no reason to 
compiain in the long run. The present outory 
is raised by the fellows who want jobs at once, 
and are not particular what they are so long as 
they have good salaries attached.’’

NO CONFIRMATIONS YESTERDAY. 


MR. MURPHY SAYS THE NEW-YORK SEN- 
ATORS ARE NOT IN OPPOSITION. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—Much to the disap- 
pointment of the Democrats whose nominations 
for positions have been sent to the Senate by 
the President, and who have been waiting for 
more than a week to be confirmed, in order to 
begin drawing salary, the Senate adjourned to- 
day, after being in session only eight minutes, 
without taking any action regarding the nomi- 
nations. 

Previous to the meeting, Mr. Gorman of 
Maryland, the acknowledged leader on the 
Democratic side, had a conference with the

President; and was told that there would be no 
more names ready for presentation for several 
days, On Mr. Gornian’s motion, the Senate ad- 
journed until next Monday. It is expected that 
by that time Mr. Cleveland will be able to make ap 
quite a listof nominations,and that the confirma- 
tions will not be long delayed thereafter. The 
interval will enable the Demoorats to complete 
the work of reorganization on which they are 
now engaged. 

As soon as the mesting concluded to-day, the 
Democratic caucus committee resumed its la 


bors. There will be another Democratic caucus 
next Tuesday, at which time it 1s expected that 
the new list of Senate employes will be submit- 
ted by the committee. Although Mr. Q 
Washiogton of Virginia is still actively canvass- 
ing tbe Senate for votes, it 1s generally regarded 
that his chances of securing the Secretaryship 
vanished when it became known to the 
Senators that Mr. Washington was personally 
objectionable to Mr. Cleveland, and could not 
therefore have any friendly relations with the 
President. 

Ex-Representative William Ruffin Cox of 
North Carolina has been regarded from the 
first by the sae pe ones as the candidate most 
likely to succeed, and to-day it is conceded that 
he will be named for the responsible position 
now held by Gen. MoVook. 

ol. Richard Bright seems to have the field to 
himself, sofaras the position of Sergeant at 
Arms of the Senate is concerned. Mr. Bright's 
friends have been active in his behalf ever since 
it was decided by the majority to reorganize the 
working force during the present extraordinary 
session. 

Itis reported to-night that some of the Re- 
publican senators are prepared to oppose the 
Democratic plan to reorganize the working 
force of the Senate atthistime. It is asserted 
by those who favor this plan that it is contrary 
to precedent to change the force of employes at 
an extraordinary session, and that a number of 
the older Democratic Senators are on record 
as opposed to reorganization at such a time. 
In 1881 the Republicans attempted to reorgan- 
ize the force, but were unable to do so because 
of organized opposition, in which one or two 
Republicans took a part. Itis believed that at 
least two members of the Democratic Caucus 
Committee are opposed to the present scheme 
of reorganization, and it is thought by some 
that they will use their influence to prevent a 
change until Congress meets again next Decem- 


er. 

The fact that the nomination of Robert A. 
Maxwell of Batavia to be Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General has not yet been acted 
upon has given rise to the reportthat the New- 
York Senators are doing their best to prevent 
his confirmation. Mr. Hill was asked to-day by 
one who is interested in this case whether 
there was any truth in the report, but he 
begged to bo excused from discussingit. At 
the same time it may be atated that neither 
Senator has lifted his hand thus far against the 
contirmation of their old enemy. 

While they weuld undoubtedly be pleased to 
see his nomination rejected, ig A realize that 
they are in no position to fight him at present. 
The New-York State Democratic organization 
has some requests to make of Mr. Cleveland in 
connection with the patronage, and from the 
standpoint of common sense it is apparent that 
‘Messrs. Hill and Murphy have no intention of 
doing the one thing necessary to blast all the 
hopes of the machine so far as the offices at Mr. 
Cleveland’s disposal are concerned. The chances 
are that Mr. Maxwell will be confirmed as svon 
as the Senate holds an executive session, which 
will be after the work of reorganization is com- 
pleted. 

Senator Murphy of New-York was asked to- 
night if the report was truco that he would at- 
tempt to prevent the confirmation of President 
Cleveland’s New-Y ork appointments. , 

“There is notruth init whatever,” replied 
the Senator. 

“How about the confirmation of Robert E. 
Maxwell and Edward B. Whitney?” 

“The New-York Senators will do nothing to 
delay their confirmation. On the contrary 
they will aid in having them confirmed.” 

Mr. Hill has not yet taken possession of the 
room of the Committee on Immigration. Mr. 
Chandler, the former Chairman of the commit- 
tee, is now packing up his effects, and Mr. Hill 
will move ininaday or two. The room is in 
the terrace, and not as convenient as many oth- 
ers. Still, itis more desirable than the apart- 
ment in the Maltby, which the Senator has used 
since he came to Washington. 

Office seekers swarmed about the Senate wing 
of the Capitol to-day and made life miserable 
tor the Senators who ventured into the oorri- 
dors. After the adjournment the doors were 
not opened to the publioe for a full half hour, in 
order to enable as many of the Senators as de- 
sired to make their escape from the horde of 
place hunters. Some of them availed them- 
selves of this opportunity, while others remained 
and braved the storm. The sight of a Sena- 
tor importuned by a dozen or more men, with 
petitions in their hands and determined looks 
on their faces, is enough to impress the observ- 
er with the fact that, while publio office may be 
a public trust, it nevertheless is full of dis- 
agreeable experiences. The House not being 
in session, Senators have to meet the brunt of 
the applications for office, and their lot just at 
present is far from enviable.

HIS FIRST INTERVIEW WITH SECRETARY 
LAMONT VERY UNSATISFACTORY. 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 16.—The professional 
‘“eomrade” has run against the new Secretary 
of War, and the “comrade”’ is prepared to com- 
pare the Secretary with a buzz saw. A man 
named Potter, who was an employe in the office 
of the Records and Pension Division of the War 
Department, was dismissed by Col Ains- 
worth some time ago because he 
was ‘inefficient, nogligent, and  offen- 
sive to the chief of his office.” Secretary 
Elkins assented to his dismissal, but he trans- 
ferred him, owing to the influences of his 
“ comrades,” to another branch of the depart- 
ment. For the reasons given by Col. Ainsworth 
that officer would not accept him, and he made 
an immediate effort, as soon as Secretary La- 
mont entered his office, to be restored to the 
Records and Pension Division. 

Secretary Lamont had examined the case, and 
he had consulted the head of the Records and 
Pension Division, from whom he received a 
straightforward report of the grounds upon 
which Potter had been dismissed. When a 
committee appeared at the War Department 
this morning from the Grand Army of the Re- 
public Association, that attempts to regulate 
the employment of soldiers, the Secreta was 
prepared with an answer, which was that he 
saw no reason to revise his action in the Pot- 
ter case, and thathe would not have time to 
talk with his visitors to-day about the matter. 

Any other course would have been subversive 
of the discipline of the Kecords and Pension 
Division. Secretary Lamont has been in the 
department long enough to learn something of 
the efficiency of Col. Ainsworth, and he appre- 
ciliates the assistance of a business man too 
highly to allow him to be overridden by a mis- 
chief maker.

CLOSING IN ON THE PUGILISTS. 





A LAw IN MISSISSIPPI THAT FORBIDS 
TRAINING FOR PRIZ& FIGHTS. 


NEW-OBLEANS, La., March 16.—Attorney General 
Frank Johnson of Mississippi promi Bw tion 
in the pogilistic world. Yesterday he sent notice to 
the Sheriff at Scranton, Miss., that, in his opinion, 
under Section 1,388 of the Code of 1892, prize 
fighters were not allowed to train in Mississippi for 
fights to take place in the State or in any other 
State. 

The opinion was in response toan inquiry from 
Scranton. It is announced that the Grand Juries in 
several Mississippi counties will institute proceed. 
ings against those who have violated the law. Fally 
& dozen of the leading pugilists, including Goddard, 
Dixon, MoAuliffe, Smith, Fitzsimmons, Gibbons, 
Daly, Bowen, and otners, have trained atthe resorts 


along the Mississippi, and although none of them 
knew of the existence of the law, it is proposed to 
hold them responsible. 

The law was (i at the last session of the Mis- 
sissippi Legislature, and makes it a misdemeanor, 
punishable y imprisonment, to train in Mississippi 
Tor a prize fight. The old law prohibited prize fight- 
ing. and it was proposed to strengthen it by the 
additional act. A good many people were aware of 
the sage of the law, but friendliness toward the 
Pugilists kept them from calling attention to the 
matter, and the various contestants before the New- 
Orleans clubs were enoo” raged to pre for battle 
at Bay st. Louis, Bixby, Scranton, and other points. 
No action was taken, either to warn or interfere 
with them, and the pugisists would doubtless have 
been left in ignorance of the consequences of their 
acts but for the query from Scranton. 

If the authorities show auy disposition to prose- 
cute the people who have made the coast of the 
Sound their training homes since the passage of the 
law, it will tend to complicate the pugilistio situa- 
tion here, as weil as to deprive the coast people of 
many good customers in the future In any even 
the announcement of the existence of the law an 
the determination to enforce itis likely to create a 
sensation in many quarters.

FREE LUNCHES EVERY WHERE—SA- 
LOONS FOR FAMILIES IX PLENTY— 
LOVERS OF WHISKY THAT 8TINGS. 


Churohmen have had something to say con- 
®erning the Rev. Dr. W. 8. Rainsford’s theory 
that the evil of intemperance may be lessened 
by establishing attractive liquor saloons in 
‘which better whisky, beer, and light wines can 
be purchased than are new eold in many sa- 
leons. For this reason the views of a saloon 
keeper may preve of interest to churchmen, 
and especially to Dr. Rainsford. 

A veteran liquor dealer who has fitted up and 
01d several saloons, site he first became in-~- 
terested in the business, and who is now the. 
proprietor of a popular up-town public resort, 
Was visited by a Nrw-YORK TIMES reporter 
yesterday for the purpose of ascertaining what 
he thought of the Rev. Dr. Rainsford’s views 
@oncerning the evils of*the liquor trafiic. 

The veteran ushered the reporter into a pri- 
‘vate office, between the bar and a large carpet- 
@d room, furnished with ciroular mahogony 
tables, at which sat several persons, variously 
engaged in smoking,-drinking, and reading. On 
the walls of the office hung oil paintings and 
rare steel engravings. There was a costly carpet 
“on the floor anda mosaic topped table in the 
centre, over which was suspended a cluster of 
inoandescent lights. 

Motioning the reporter toa big leather backed 

armehair, the veteran sat in another, and then 
asked: 

** Well, what canjI do fer you?” 

“What do you think about the Rey. Dr. 
Rainsford’s views:in regard to the liquor ques- 
tion ?”’ asked the:«reporter. 

“ What are his views!” queried the veteran 
saloon keeper, quizzically. “I’ve read several 
different statements that he was said to have 
made.”’ 

The reporter read the;:following extract from 
#@ report of the remarks made by Dr. Rainsford 
ata meeting held in St. Chrysostom’s Chapel, 
Seventh Avenue and Thirty-ninth Street, last 

(Tuesday evening: 

“I wanted to start a saloon in connection with my 
\eharch, but came to the conolusion that one place in 
this large city would be of no use. I want to see the 
day when clubs will be started on every blook, in 
every street in this city, for the purpose of selling 
good beer and good whisky, none to be served to 

runken men, or to those likely to become drunk; 
none to be sold after certain hours at night. Make 
mo secret of the place, but throw open the blinds, 
and create a place where you would not be ashamed 
to take your wife.” 

“Are those all of his views?” queried the 
liquor dealer. 

“No. A few weeks ago,:in addressing a circle 
nef Socialists in Cooper Union, the doctor said 
that better saloons than those in existence now 
| wouldclose up the badsaloons. He said hehoped 
to live to see the day’ when church members 
‘would become owners of saloons, in which good 
liquor, beer, light wines, milk, coffee, and food 
could be purchased.” 

“You wantto know wat I think of the doc- 
tor’s views!” asked the ‘veteran, slowly, as if 
he were at a loss where to’ begin. Then abrupt- 
ly, ‘‘Say, is the doctor aarative of New-York!” 

“‘No; he came here from London some time 
after the’late war.” 

“Umph!” grunted the. aged compounder of 
drinks. “That expimins:a good deal that puz- 
sied me when you gave the dootor’s views. 
What he evidently does ‘not know about New- 
York saloons would make a big book.” 

“Willyou kindly séate what in your judg- 
mentthe doctor does;not know about the sa- 
Joon business ?” said the reporter. 

The veteran leaned back in his big armohair 
‘with the alrofaman about to give utterance 
to some serious statements, and said: 

“The doctor wangs better and more attractive 
saloons, in which & man can take his wife, his 
family, if he wants to, and get good whisky and 
beer. Now, that calisup tomy mind the kind 
of liquor saloons we had in this city before and 
some time after the doctor came to New-York. 
Before the rebellion, yes, for several years 
after it, there were very few attractive saloons 
in New-York. Barring the English chop and ale 
houses, most of the respectable saloons in this 
town cost bat littie to titup. That is to say, a 
man could fit up a respectable liquor saloon in 
those days for from $500 to $1,000. Now- 
adays itgosts from $5,000 to $15,000 or more 
to tit up a first-class saloon. In the old days 
most of the drinking was done at the bars. 
Men had totake their drinks standing. No 
respeetable man ever thought of taking his wife 
into a saloon which was considered a repu- 
table place for a man to visit in those days. ° 
you see where my remarks bear on the doctor’s 
views?”’ 

No response being made, the liquor dealer 
continued: ** What I want to show is that there 
has been a big improvement in saloons since 
the doctor came to New-York. The saloon keep- 
ers have made the improvements for business 
reasons. Any sort of a fellow who possessed 
$500 could become what the temperance people 
call a ‘gin seller,’ no further back than fifteen 
years. But that ise not the case now. Nowa- 
days a man has got to spend big money to make 
his saloon attractive, or else he won’t last long 
in the business. Do you know the chief com- 
piaint thatis made by most clergymen against 
the saloons?” 

**What do you understand it to be?” 

‘“‘That the saloons are too attractive,’ and 
the veteran chuckled. “My wife got me to go 
to church a few weeks ago, and it was just my 
luck to go on a morning that the preacher took 
itinto his head to talk about the way saloon 
keepers enticed men away from their homes. 
He spoke of gorgeously-fitted-up saloons, where 
there were electic lights, and warmth, and cozy 
corners, With rich paintings on the Walle and 
flowers behind the bar, and drinks served in cut 
giasses. Then he compared a bachelor’s lonely 
quarters with the allurements of the liquor 
saloon, and said the liquor dealer was spending 
thousands of dollars to make his place more at- 
tractive than a man’s home.” 

“The doctor says he wants to see saloons 
where zood whiaky, beer, and food can be pur 
chased,” said the reporter. 

“T’m glad you reminded me of that,” re- 
marked the veteran, chuckling again. ‘ There 
are hundreds of such places in the city. A man 
ean go into these places and buy as good beer 
and whisky, if he will pay the price, as there is 
to be bad. And in all of these places food is fur- 
mished free of cost. Soups, boiled ham, fried 
oysters, pickled mussels, salads, sandwiches, 
and many other articles of food are served with- 
put cost to the patrens of séores of saloons.” 

“Notinm the saloons patronized by working- 
men?” 

“ The meanest saloon in the city sets up a free 
lunch every day. Now, if a workingman pre 
fers to go to som» saloon that doesn’t give him 
good beer or whisky for his meney; if he 
«hooses to go into a place where nothing oan be 
had to eat, that is his own fault And sucha 
man would not be apt to go into one of Dr. 
Rainsford’s saloons.” 

“ But the doctor wants to see saloons estab- 
lished which a man may safely visit with his 
family.” 

“There are dozens and dozens of such saloons 

New-York,” said the veteran rather warmly. 
‘I could give you a list that would filla column 
of your paper, but I know you wouldn’t print 
them, forthat would be advertising them. If 
the doctor will take the trouble to investigate, 
he will tind that neny respectable German sa- 
Joons are supported by the trade of families. I 
think Dr. Rainsford is a good man, and [ have 
po doubt he means well, but he doesn’t seem to 
be familiar with the saloon business of thie city. 
I could illustrate if 1 wanted to,” and here the 
veteran looked very wise. 

** Suppose you try,” suggested the reporter. 

“The saloon keeper is doing the very thing 
that the doctor advocates,” said the veteran 
@agely. ‘He is continually making his saioun 
snore attractive, and he knows that if he does 
not sell good stuff over his bar, men who want 
good stuff fortheir money will go elsewhere. 
And he has got his free lunch up in such shape 

ow that it looks like a hotel bill of fare. It 

n’t because there are not enough good saloons 
that men patronize bad ones. That isn’t the 
reason.” 

“Then what is the reason?’’ 

“Now I'll illustrate,” said the veteran, smil- 
ing in a superior sort of way. 

* You'll tind lots of fellows who will patronize 
gdirty restaurant. It wouldn’t cost them any 
gpece to go to a clean place — get better food 

ap that which they buy in a dirty place. You 
see, there is a difference in men’s tastes. The 
doctor may not know—being a man of culti- 
‘vated tastes. I should say he does not know— 
that some mep would ratherdrink bad whisky 
than a good article. Why! Because the bad 
grog has a sting to it and makes drunk come 
= no og than the purer whisky. Some men 

on’tlike to be in respectable company, and 
that is the reason they don't go to respectable 
saloons. Dr. Rainsford might fill New-York 
‘with his kind of saloons, and yet there. would 
men searching for dives.” 

* How would you remedy the liquor evil?” 

The veteran drew along breath, wagged his 
head solemnly, and then replied slowly: 

“I'd require time to think over that questicn. 
Speaking as aman who bas been in the liquor 

iness for thirty years, [ will say that I don’t 
you could lessen intemperance if you 

ould supply drinkers with pure whisky and 
at cost price, and serve up the grog in, 
aloons furnished with all the comforts of a, 
-kept home. I rather think a good many 

ae would forget their homes and drink more 

Fan they do now.” 





OPPOSED 10 THE

PROTEST AGAINST EXTRADITING RUS- 
SIAN POLITICAL SUSPECTS. 


Opposition to the extradition treaty now un- 
der consideration at Washington, by whose pro- 
visions the Russian authorities could secure the 
arrest for political reasons of many persons 
who are now safe in this country, has resulted 
in the circulation of the following protest. Any 
American citizen wishing to add his signature 
to those already obtained oan send his name to 
Mr. Lioyd MoK. Garrison, Secretary, 2 Wall 
Btreet: - 

To pod Pra Watter Q. Gresham, Secretary of 
ee: 


We, the undersigned, American ojtizens, jeal- 
ous for American principle and the good name 
of the United States before the civilized nations 
of the world, are filled with apprehension by 
the current statements concerning the treaty 
now penting between the United States and 
Russia. 

The terms of this treaty are still officially 
withheld from the people, but uncontradicted 
rumor declares that it contains a clause whioh 
reads substantially as follows: 

** An attempt upon the head of either Govern- 
ment, comprising an act of assassination, kill- 
ing, or poisoning, shall not be considered a po- 
litical offense and hence shal! be extraditable.” 

Now, by Sections 241, 242, and 243 of the 
Russian Criminal Code, it appears that any per- 
son who joins a society having for its objecta 
plot against the life, person, or dignity of the 
Czar, or who expresses by word or in writing 
opinions favorable tosuch object, shall be re- 
garded as guilty of the “ accomplished crime” 
of attempting the life of the Czar, and be sub- 
jeot to capital punishment; and by Section 128, 
any person who gives shelter toa father or 
mother, husband or wife, brother or sister, son 
or daughter, wembers of such society, shall be 
subject to the same punishment. 

It is evident, therefore, that under the charge 
of attempted assassination any political offend- 
er whatsoever, any patriot who has planned his 
country’s liberation, and, perhaps, even per- 
sons in nowise implicated in political projects, 
whose sole crime consists in having failed to 
denounce their relatives and friends to the 
police, might, under the terms of this treaty, be 
seized on American soil and returned to Russia 
to be dealt with under the penal code above 


cited. 

That the people of the United States should 
enter into such engagements is contrary to the 
traditions of American freedom and repugnant 
to the moral sense of civilized nations. 

We, therefore, confident that our words will 
be echoed by the great mass of American citi- 
zens, solemnly and emphatically protest against 
the consummation of any treaty which might 
have such consequences.

STOLEN BONDS RECOVERED. 


THE CAPTURE OF PHILADELPHIA BURG- 
LARS MAY FOLLOW. 


The fancy goods store of Joseph Lees in Phila- 
delphia was robbed Dec. 19 of $15,000 worth of 
bonds, $200 in money, and a quantity of gloves 
and silk handkerchiefs. Since then the Phil- 
adelphia police have been looking for three men 
who are believed to have committed the burg- 
lary, but without success. An arrest, however, 


was made in this vity by Detectives MoNaught 
and Rogers Tuesday which may result in the 
capture of the burglars. 

The detectives saw Robert Leitch, forty-three 
years old, in West Street, and, believing him to 
bea medium for disposing of stolen bonds, &c., 
they took him to Police Headquarters. There 
$12,000 worth of the bonds stolen in Philedel- 
phia were found upon him. Leitch claims to be 
& real estate dealer at 163 Adams Street, Brook- 
lyn. In the Tombs Police Court yesterday 
morning Judge Ryan held him to await the ar- 
rival of extradition papers from Philadelphia. 

Leitch is not unfamiliar with courts and pris- 
ons. About fifteen years ago George Lewis, a 
millionaire, died intestate in Jersey City. Leitch 
and some other men, it was charged, induced a 
woman named Kavanagh to swear that she was 
Mr. Lewis’s wife. After along trial the fraud 
was discovered. Leitch was arrested and sent 
to Ludlow Street Jail on a charge of forging 
some papers in the case, but he was afterward 
discharged for lack of evidence. He served nine 
months in Moyamensing Prison, Philadelphia, 
for running a fraudulent employment bureau.

MEN WILLING TO HEAD MASSACHUSETTS’S 
REPUBLICAN TICKET. 


Boston, Mareh 16.—Ex-Lieut. Gov. Haile 
having taken himself unmistakably out of the 
field for the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor this Fall, a lively scramble for that honor 
is now assured. Postmaster Hart will be em- 
boldened to push his claims from now on. His 
resignation as Postmaster is alrpady in Pres!- 
dent Cleveland’s hands. 

But while Mr. Hart is for the moment 
the most prominent and the most formid- 
able candidate, it must be admitted that 
outside of Boston the Republicans of the State 
are not enthusiastic over his candidacy. Mr. 
Hart is an old-fashioned, not a reform, Repub- 
lican. That was clearly demonstrated in his 
partisan administration of city affairs when he 


was Mayor. Heis no match for Gov. Russell 
and the brilliant young Democrats who are 60 
successfully managing the Democratic Party in 
this State. 

Another and much stronger man for the Re- 
paeetne to take up is Attorney General Albert 

2. Pillsbury, also of Boston. At present Mr. 
Pillsbury is in the South trying to recover his 
health, so that his friends here are unable to act 
quickly on ex-Lieut. Gov. Halle’s withdrawal. 
in very many respects Mr. Pillsbury would 
come nearer to filliug the Republican bill than 
Mr. Hart. He is not only a much younger man, 
but an able lawycr and aggressive fighter. 

Mr. Pillsbury, too, has the advantage of a 
wide acquaintance throngh the State, and, in 
fact, so faras the nomination is concerned, he 
must look for his support outside of Boston. 
From the party point of view, however, Mr. 
Pillsbury is not altogether a table. Heisa 
man of very strong opinions, which he is not 
always careful to conceal. He never took very 
kindly to Mr. Biaine’s domination of the party. 

Next on the list of “mentioned” is Lieut. 
Gov. Wolcott, who also hails from Beston. Mr. 
Wolcott’s strongest claim on the Republican 
State Convention will be the fact that he is 
next in line of promotion. The fact that he 
bolted the Blaine and Logan ticket in 1884 and 
helped to organize a Mugwump club was not 
pressed very seriously ageinst him last Fall, 
when the party was twisting and turning in 
every direction to get votes enough to defeat 
Gov. Russell. But to press such a man in an 
off year for the head of the ticket is an entirely 
different matter. 

The suggestion that ex-Senator Dawes be put 
forward as the party standard bearer does not 
awaken much enthusiasm at this end of the 
State. The average Republican realizes that 
the drift is against his party, and. that only a 
fighting man closely identified with the State’s 
interests can change the situation. 

Whether Gov. Russell will run again this Fall 
is not yet absolutely certain. He would un- 
doubtedly prefer to draw out, though he is al- 
most certain to be re-elected again if he standa. 
He has had the regulation three terms, there 
is no further honor in the office for him, and he 
could step out, flushed with success, into a most 
lucrative law practice. At the same time if the 
party leaders insist that the choice of a new 
man would create discord and possibly lose them 
the State, the Governor will hardly feel like 
drawing out. 

Once in sa while an ardent admirer of Gen. 
Charles J. Paine of yachting fame brings for- 
ward his name,to head the Democratic ticket 
this Fall. but the matter is not yet treated seri- 
ously either in or out of the party.

BLINDED BY A SEARCHLIGHT. 


—_—@——— 
CAPY. BOLGER GETS THE STEAMSHIP 
CHONCHO ASHORE AT KEY WREST. 


KEY WEST, Fla., March 16.—On the night of 
the 8th inst., at 11 o’clook, the steamship 
Choncho, Capt. Bolger, of the Mallory Line, 
while trying to make her pier in the narrow 
portion of this harbor, was swept by asoutherly 
wind and an unusually strong flood tide on the 
southwest end of the middle ground 

The Plant Line steamer Olivette was leaving 
her pier at the time, and, turning her flash- 
light on the Choncho, blinded Capt. Bolger, who 
was conning the ship. There ate no distinguish- 
ing lights in the harbor of Key West, and the 
piers are not lighted, which makes it awkward 
to dock aship not provided with an electric 
searonlight on a dark night. 

The big ship lay helpless on the middle 
ground. Word was sent to Capt. Littlefield of the 
cutter McLane, who steamed outto the assist- 
ance of the Choncho, from whose stern she took 
an eleven-inch hawser. Later the lighthouse 
tender Arbutus, Capt. Ellis, came up alongside 
the MoLane, but the tide had begun to fall be- 
fore the two vessels got their hawsers fast, 
great delay buving been caused in ranning the 
haweers in small boats by the strong current. 

Both boats did vigorous pulling, parting one 
of the eleven-inch hawsers. The tide had fallen 
so by 2:30 A. M. that pulling was useless. It 
was decided to await next high water, at 2:15 
the next afternoon. Then the MoLane and 
the Arbutus succeeded in puiling the Choncho 
afloat. 1t was expected that the big ship would 
have to be lightened before she would float, put 
the McLane and the Arbutus saved the com- 
pany the expense and detention. Capt. Bolger 
was profuse in his thanks te Capts. Littlefield 
and kilis and to the officers and crews of both 
vessels. 

The Choncho is the finest, fastest, and biggest 
ship of the Mallory Line. She was built M@ 1391 
at Chester, Penn., and hails from New-York. 
Her gross tonnage is 3,724, net tonnage 2,640. 
Capt. Bolger superintended the building of the 
ship,and has commanded her ever since she 
was launched. 

He is the oldest and mostexperienced Captain 
on the Mallory Line, and is one of the oldest act- 
ive Captains out of New-York. The Choncho 
eet at 7 P. M. on the 9th inst. for Galveston,

THE PALISADES TUNNEL 


———— 
IT MAY BE COMPLETED BEFORE 
THE YEAR ENDS. 


EVIDENCE INDICATING THAT THE NEW- 
YORK, SUSQUEHANNA AND WEST- 
ERN RAILROAD IS THE CORPORA- 
TION TO BE BENEFITED —IT MAY 
BREAK FROM THE LACKAWANNA. 


Whoever may be the proprietors or promoters 
of the railway tunnel scheme under the Pal- 
isades of the Hudson River, just north of Wee- 
hawken on the New-Jersey shore, about which 
ownership there appears to be some doubt, the 
fact remains that a greatand important enter- 
prise is being carried through. 

It may be the money of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad that is behind the project foran ad- 
ditional coal terminus on the river front, or it 
may be that of the Baltimore and Ohio, or the 
New-York, Stisquehanna and Western, which 
latter two roads have no terminal facilities of 
their own at tide water in these parts; but the 
fact remains, and to the apparent satisfaction 
of this commercial community, that a great 
public improvement is under way, with ample 


funds at ite back. 

The cost of the tunnel and its extensions and 
improvements is estimated at $1,500,000. 

A New-YoOrKE TIMES reporter visited the scone 
of the tunnel operations yesterday, and found 
that progress had been made during the past 
month or six weeks. The contractors, Broad- 
head & Hickey, have now at work between 300 
and 400 men and alarge number of horses and 
carte. Pick and shovel and the air-power drill 
are at it incessantly, by night as well as by day, 
for the electric light makes all hours the same 
in the tunnel. 

Work is in pragress at both the east and west 
ends of the tunnel, aleo inashafton the east- 
ern slope of the Palisades at about one-quarter 
of the distance from the eastern mouth. The 
object of the shaftis to allow of the hoisting 
and carting away of a portion of the excavated 
material 

It is the intention to sink the other two shafts 
at equi-distant points over the Palisades, the 
central one being just about on the crest of the 
hill. 

This central shaft will require to be driven 
somewhat over 200 feet before reaching the 
roof of the tunnel below. The other two will be 
&@ trifle less than 200 feet deep each. The shaft 
now in progress of construction has slready 
reached adepth of 185 feet, and will soon be 
finished. When properly equipped with hoist- 
ing gear and tramways for carrying off and 
dumping the excavated rook, these shafts will 
greatly facilitate and hasten the completion of 
the entire work. 

In the beginning, before ground was broken, 
last August, it was estimated by the engineers 
and contractors that the entire work, namely, 
one mile of tunnel and two miles of open 
railroad over the meadows, from the western 
mouth of the tunnel], could be completed within 
a twelvemonth, well-nigh ready for operation. 
But various delays, some of them on account of 
the weather, have probably put the completion 
off to the last of the present year. 

Chief Engineer J. L. Rustling, who has charge 
of the work for the Hudson River Railroad and 
Terminal Company, now thinks that, by vigor- 
ous work and with no serious setbacks, the 
roadbed of the whole line of three miles will be 
ready by the lst of next December, if not 
earlier. 

The charter to the Hudson River Ratlroad 
and Terminal Company, the nominal owners of 
the projected line, as granted by the New-Jersey 
Legislature, gives the right to the eg = to 
construct a tunnel “through the Palisade 
Hills ’ from a point on the Hudson River about 
half way between the two small villages, Shady 
Side on the south and Edgewater on the north. 
This is nearly opposite One Hundredth Street, 
on the New-York City side. It may be otherwise 
geographically described as about half way be- 
tween Weehawken and Fort Lee. 

The line runs almost due east and west, one 
mile under the Palisades, as described, and two 
iniles over the meadows to the tracks of the 
New-York, Susquehanna and Western Railroad 
at Little Ferry Station. 

According to the engineer's plans, the line 
through the tunnel has a grade of twenty feet 
to the mile rising from the eastern mouth. This 
isfor the purpose not only of allowing the 
water to run toward the river, but of carrying 
the line from the western mouth of the tunnel 
across the meadows, over the tracks of the 
Northern Railroad of New-Jersey and of the 
West Shore Railroad at an elevation, thus 
avoiding ali grade crossings. 

When completed the line will have a roadbed 
for adouble track—the tunnel being 28 feet 
wide by 21 feet high from bed to roof. Work 
was first begun on the west side of the Pali- 
sades, and as it was proseeuted without much 
delay through the Winter months a distance of 
nearly 600 feet has been bored into the tra 
rock of the hill. Quite a good deal of thie wor 
is done by a vigorous use of the pick in the 
hands of the more stalwart and skilled miners. 

These workmen, following the roof linein the 
heading marked out for them with great oare 
by the engineer—for the slightest variation 
would send themin the wrong direction and 
not enable them to meet the miners from the 
other side—examine closely the seams and fis- 
sures in the rook before them, and, with their 
sharp pickaxes, remove the loose fragments, 
and so shape the roof of the tunnel. 

When these men (the oy bw roof, section) 
have advanced far enough to be ont of the way, 
the second (section, or bottom (bench) hands 
follow them by come by! the bottom of the 
tunnel and shoveling the débris into tramway 
carts, which follow asa sort of third section of 
the work. The carts carry their loads out of 
the tunnel to the dumping ground, which on 
the western side; is the readbed of the line to 
be extended to Little Ferry, and on the east is 
a pier on the river front which the Susquehanna 
Railroad is constructing for purposes of their 
own. 

The boring at the east end has advaneed to 
nearly 300 feet, so that by the lst of April next 
something over 1,000 feet ont of the 5,000 feet 
to be cut through will have been completed. It 
is believed that, with the additional shafts and 
headings to be attacked, together with a rein- 
forcement of drills, fromthe present time the 
work will advance with greater rapidity. The 
shafts to be sunk from the top of the hill are 
about 20 by 30 feet sauare from top to bottom 
and give ample room for work at the headings 
on each side and for hoisting operations, so that 
with three shafte there will be eight headings in 
all to be attacked by men, drills, and dynamite. 
When completed, the tunnel will be lighted by 
electricity throughout 

That this big enterprise is being prepared for 
somebody else than the Hudson River Railroad 
and Terminal Company there is small doubt. 
The terminal company does not own a mile of 
road anywhere which might be served by the 
tunnel, and it is clear enough to everybody with 
the oyster’s intelligence that the property 
—— ready will be for sale, orlong lease at the 

eas 

But fairly well founded report says thatit has 
already been pre-empted, and that some pow- 
erful railroad’s funds have been put into the 
work. There was some talkin this connection 
about the Canadian Pacific peuple, who want 
an entrance to New-York in some way, aii 
who would build a line down across from Niag- 
ara to get here. But, though it is pretty well 
understood that the Canndian Pacific people 
want the earth if they can get it, the idea was 
dismissed more on account of the impractica- 
bility of the scheme than because it was denied 
by that company. 

Concerning the other roads mentioned—the 
Pennsylvania and the Baltimore and Ohio—it is 
believed that both roads have all they oan at- 
tend to at present in projects elsewhere, and 
that they are content to let this matter alone

The Erie and the Lackawanna Roads have not 
put their hands on the affair for the same rea- 
son, doubtiess—that they have other fish to fry. 

With the Susquehanna Road, on the contrary, 
matters are different. That property has been 
graphically described as a railroad that began 
nowhere and ended nowhere. It is wholly 
dependent on two other roads for ite entrance 
to New-York—the Pennsylvania for its pas- 
senger service, and the Lackawanna for its 
coal and other —— traffic. Its passenger 
trains run over the Pennsylvania tracks from 
West End, near Jersey City, and the Pennsyl- 
vania ferries are used. 

But itis with the Lackawanna that the most 
serious handicap comes. Not only has the Sus- 
quehanna to pay the Lackawanna for hauling 
ite coal from West End, ite Eastern terminus, 
near Jersey City, some miles away from tide 
water, to the Lackawanna’s docks at Hoboken, 
butitis atthe meroy of ite powerful rival for 
its coal termini at the West. The territory to 
which it looks for ita chief business—the rich 
Scranton coal beds of which it is the possessor— 
can be reached at present only by the tracks of 
the Lackawanna from Gravel , Penn. 

For transporting a ton of coalfrom the Soran- 
ton coal of the Susquehanna to the Hudson 
River, over iteown line and the terminals of 
the Lackawanna Road, it costa $1.90. Of this 
the Lackawanna takes the lion’s share—$1— 
while the Susquehanna hauls the coal two- 
thirds of the distance. This octopus grip of the 
Lackawanna is what makes the Susquehanna 
people tired, and it is believed that they are 
now struggling to extricate themselves from it. 

The difficulty of the situation is, however, that 
&@ perpetual contract exists between the Susque- 
hanna and Lackawanna Roads, and that any 
attempt to divert the coal-carrying business 
from the latter road by the former making new 
connections would lead to long and costly liti- 
gation. Nevertheless, the attempt to free itself 
is about to be tried by the Susquehanna, accord- 
ing to the best information, and the ground will 
be that the Lackawanna Road has itself violated 
the contracts in letter and in aspiritin many tech- 
nical particulars and in the flagrant manner in 
whieh it has limited the number of freicht cars, 
particularly coal cars, which it would receive 
from the Susquehanna for transportation. 

This practically puta limit on the output of 
the Susquehanna’s Scranton mines, which are 
said to be very rich and capable of yielding 
more than twice their present output. There 
are also many private coal mine owners in the 
region who would like to send their coal over 
the Susquehanna, but who are unable to do so 
now. 

So then the Susquehanna people have re- 
solved to brave all Itis no seoret that a rail- 
road is at present being built in their interest 
in the Scranton coal district to be known as the 
Wilkesbarre and Easton Rallroad. It will run 
from Wilkesbarre and Scranton to Stroudsburg, 
where it will connect with the Susquehanna as 
part of the latter’s system. 

Itis no secret, either, that the Susquehanna 
people have secured all the meadow land on 
the Hudeon, (fifty acres or more,) between 
Shady Side and Edgewater, upon which the 
eastern mouth of the Palisades tunnel de- 
bouches, and that they are now busy filling in 
land for piers and dooks, which are to be built 
thie Summer, along with immense coal sheds 
and warehouses for the reception of freight. 

When these two important additions to the 
Susquehauna’s property are accomplished, the 
road will be a complete one for the first time in 
ite history. It will then run from somewhere to 
somewhere and own itself. There will be a 
long legal struggle, of course, say the road’s 
friends, but it is confidently believed that Sus- 
quehanna will come out all right. 

It is even hinted that some day the passenger 
service of the Susquehanna will find its termi- 
nal at the eastern mouth of the Palisades tun- 
nel, where, in connection with a fine ferry 
service and the future rapid-traneit system of 
New-York City, it will aid ry 4 in building 
up the residential sections of Hackensack, Pat- 
erson, and other locations of Bergen County 
through which it runs. 

President Simon Borg of the Susquehanna 
Railroad was seen by THE NEW-YORK TIMES’s 
reporter coneerning these matters, and asked 
point blank about them, but President Borg 
good-naturedly declined either to affirm or 
deny the truth of what has been said here and 
elsewhere. 

The policy of the Susquehanna ople is 
doubtless to avoid any preliminary litigation, 
and they will get fully ready before announc- 
ing to the Lackawanna Road that they have no 
further use for it. Hence the mystery of the 
tunne) of the Palisades, of which so much has 
been written and spoken.

HOMESTEAD AUCTIONED OFF—A 
TOTAL OF NEARLY TWO MILLION 
DOLLARS BROUGHT—CHARITIES THAT 
WILL PROFIT THEREBY. 


The sale at auction yesterday of the Real Es- 
tate which belonged to Mary Stuart, the widow 
of Robert L. Stuart, was one of the best large 
sales ever held in this city. Every parcel 
offered was sold excepting one, and the total 
amount realized was $1,873,000. The piece with- 
drawn wasthe home property of Mrs. Stuart, 
atthe cornerof Fifth Avenue and Sixty-eighth 
Btreet. 

Experts in property values had appraised the 
land, which hasan avenue frontage of 55 feet 
and so depth of 200 feet along the street, at 
$400,000, and, as the building cost nearly as 
much more, the executors hoped that only a 
small sacrifice would be required of them. The 
highest bid was $455,000. At that figure they 
‘Were unwilling to let the property g0, pre- 
ferring to-offer it at private sale. 

The executors’ estimate of the value of the 
entire offerings before the sale was $2,500,000. 
They hold the house at a price to bring the pro- 
ceeds upto that amount. On this basis of cal- 
culation, they felt very well satisfied with the 
total obtained. Very tew prices fell below 
their appraisementa. The majority went well 
above them. 

There was one peculiarity about the terms of 
the sale which gave the executors some uneasi- 
mess. It was a cash sale. Nearly all auction 
offerings, especially of property of large value, 
provide that a good portion of the purchase 
prices may remain on bond and mortgage. This 


is considered an inducement te buyers, and, 


many purchases are made because of the ac- 
commodation thus afforded. In this case, the 
executors, being desirous of settling the estate 
and not of continuing it, felt obliged to insist 
on all-cash terms. With atight money market 
depressing Values in general securities, it was 
feared that prices might suffer yesterday. 
Tight money, however, seems to have out no 
figure whatever in the sale. 

On the whole, buyers had quite as good rea-| 
son to feel satisfied with prices as had the exec- 
utora. Nearly all the property offered is rented 
for business purposes. Neither Mr. Stuart nor 
his widow was ever so much concerned over 
large rents as over safe leases. They sought 
only afair return in interest upon their invest- 
ments, leasing always on a very moderate val- 
uation of their property. The result was that 
speculators in rentals acquired leases of much 
of4he business property, and sublet the prop- 
erty at aggregate rentals much in excess of the 
rentals named in the lease from the owner. 

The property at 148, 150,and 152 Reade 
Btreet, for instance, having a frontage of 75 
feet, and covered with five-story brick build- 
ings, Was catalogued as leased at $7,000 per 
year. Ityields to the lessee, who sublets it, 
$11,000 per year, or a clear protit of $4,000 per 
year. This property brought yesterday $102,- 
500, which was a good price with a lease at 
$7,000, but which yet promised the buyer, who 
will himself, after May 1, get all there may be 
in tife rentals,a return very close to 10 per 
cent. neton property ina choice and reliable 
Dusiness section. Such chances as this are. 
seldom offered. There were several of them at 
yeosterday’s sale. 

The sale was of interest asa record of values. 
No. 123 Chambers Street, between Church 
Street and West Broadway, leased until May 1, 
1894, at $4,300, sold for $73,000. Myer Finn 
was the buyer of the Reade Street lots men- 
tioned above. Mra. Mary ©. Wallace of 21 East 
Thirty-cighth Street paid $86,500 for 188 and 
190 Chambers Street, between Washington and 
West Streets, having a frontage of 44 feet 1 
inch, and leased to May 1, 1897, at $6,000 per 
year. 

Nos. 309, 311, and 313 Greenwich Street, 
having a combined frontage of 83 feet ‘11 
imches to the corner of Reade Street, and a 
depth of 113 feet along Reade Street, covered 
with nine-story brick buildings, and yielding 
altogether in rentals $16,600 per year, brought 
$247,000 from E. H. Rogers.

In the opinion of the managers of the two 
beards, their one-seventh interest could not be 
better invested thanin this Fifth Avenue cor- 
ner. Mr. Parsons’s bid was probably safely 
within the share of the estate to which the 
boards were entitled, and the purchase saves 
the trouble of looking for an investment for 
this share. Itis thought that after a satisfao- 
tory sale of the residence at Fifth Avenue and 
Bixty-eighth Street, there will be a smal! cash 
surplus over the price bid for the Twentieth

AT BALLSTON TO ANSWER A 
CHARGE OF FORGERY. 


The police of this city have been asked by the 
authorities at Ballston, N. Y., to arrest Arthur 
Harcourt, a young man who is wanted there on 
a charge of forgery. It is said that he repre- 
sented himself as a traveling salesman for A. 
G. Belden & Co., dealers in oils, at 143 Maiden 
Lane, thie city. 

At the Plaza Hotel at Ballston Harcourt ran 
up a large bill, and paid 1t witha check on the 
First National Bank of Baliston, which bore 


the signature of Frank E. Mitchell, a local 
druggist. After Harcourt’s departure it was 
discovered that the check was forged, and a 
Warrant was made out for his arrest. He was 
supposed to have come to this city. 

Mr. Belden was seen yesterday afternoon, and 
said that Harcoart had never been a regular 
employe of his firm. He had formerly been in 
business for himself in Front Street, dealing 
principally in Qhio oils, and later rented an 
office of Belden & Co. Harcourt had aoquaint- 
anoes in several hotels in this city, and ob- 
tained orders for table oil for the hotels for 
Belden & Co., and was paid his commissions. 

Harcourt had to give up his office for non- 

ayment of rent, and for the past six months 
tir Belden had not seen him, nor had he had 
any transactions with him. Harcourt haa com- 
mitted forgeries and given bogus checks before, 
he said. Atthe Plaza Hotelin this city he got 
a check for a small amount cashed bearing the 
signature “J. Brown and Co.” It was returned 
by the bank. 

Once, Mr. Belden said, Harcourt collected a 
bill for Belden & Co. from the Wellington Hotel, 
and got a check for about $40. Then he went 
to the Madison Avenue Hotel, where he got 
James A. Nutter to cash one of his own worth- 
less checks for $50. When he had pocketed the 
money he asked Mr. Nutter to cash for him the 
check that he had received at the Wellington 
Hotel tor Belden & Co., indorsing the name of 
the firm on the check, and Mr. Nutter cashed it. 
Mr. Belden had two or three checks to which 
Harcourt had forged the name of the firm. 

At Buffalo, according to Mr. Belden, Harcourt 
went to the Iroquois Hotel and passed a forged 
check for $50. At Chicago he went by the name 
of A. W. Raymond, but was not successful there, 
and then went to Toronto, where he passed 
worthless checks at the hotels there. Abdeut ten 
days ago Harcourt wasin New-York, and staid 
at the Hotel Savoy, where he persuaded the 
manager to cash a check for $31.50.

WHY SHOULD MONEY BE SPENT ONLY

FRIENDS JOSTLED THE OFFICERS AXD

A pinohed-faced little boy walked with a con- 
strained air into the Hobeken Police Station 
Wednesday night and asked that a physician be 
sent tothe aid of his mother, Mrs. Emmerich, 
who lay at the point of death in apartments at 
610 Adams Street.

MAY BE KEPT IN THE TOMBS 

PENDING HIS APPEAL. 


Judge Ingraham of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday granted a certificate of reasonable doubt 
in the case of Detective Charles W. Gardner of 
Dr. Parkhurst’s society, who was convicted of 
blackmail and sentenced by Recorder Smyth to 
two years’ imprisonment. He is now in the 
Tombs. The Judge’s certiticate will act asa stay 
pending appeal, but he may not admit Gardner 
to bail in the meantime. 

The Judge saya, in order to grant the certifi- 
cate, it is not necessary that he should be sat- 
isfied that the judgment will be reversed, but 
that in his opinion there is a reasonable doubt 
as to whether the judgment should stand. He 
refers to some of the questions that were asked 
during the examination of witnesses, and says 
he ia of the opinion that there is reasonable 
doubt whether the rulings that were made after 
objections had been interposed to them can be 
sustained. 

In conclusion Judge Ingraham says: “It 
does at all follow, however, that the defendant 
should be admitted to bail pending the appeal. 
The defendant has been convicted by a jury of 
aserious offense. The jury have shown by 
their verdict that they did not believe the de- 
fendant’s denial of the main charge, and I can 
see no reason why the defendant, under these 
circumstances, is entitled to his liberty after 
conviction and pending an appeal based main- 
ly upon a doubtful ruling upon a question of 
evidence. I will hear counsel, however, upon 
the question of bail on the settlement of the 
form of the certificate.”

VERDICT FOR MR. DONIVAN, 





ELEVATED RAILWAY COMPANY MUST 
PaY HIM $15,000. 


For the second time James Donivan has been 
awarded damages against the elevated railway 
company, a jury in the Court of Common Pleas 
yesterday returning a verdict in his favor for 
$15,000. 

In Ootober, 1891, Mr. Donivan, who was an 
engineer working for Contractor Thomas Brown 
in West Ninety-first Street, became ill and 
started for his home. At One Hundred and 
Fourth Street, by mistake, he got upon the 
down-town side of the station. He claims that 
he bought a ticket and put it into the box, and 
was then denied a transfer to an up-town train. 
He and the ticket chopper got into an argu- 
ment, and the colored porter was called upon 
to remove Mr. Donivan from the station. 

It is alleged that the porter threw Mr. Doni- 
van down with such force that a cerebral hem- 
orrhage was induced. He lay tor seven days 
unoonscious, and has never fully recovered, his 
left side being paralyzed asa result of the in- 
juries he received. 

Built was brought against the Manhattan Com- 
pany in May, 1592, and a verdict returned in 
favor of the plaintiff for $16,000. The tindin 
was appealed from and a new trial ordered, 
which began before Judge Bookstaver Tuesday. 
A number of expert physicians were called in 
the case, and in their opinion Mr. Donivan can 
never recover. The disease from which he euf- 
fers is progressive, and some of the doctors 
think at the outside he can not live longer than 
ten years.

CUNARD SHIPS FEOM BOS 








NIA NOT VERY BRIGHT. 


Boston, March 16.—The prospect of having 
the Cunard steamers Servia and Aurania sail 
from Boston in the coming Summer, in view of 
the increased ocean travel which it is expected 
will take place because of the World’s Fair, is 
not at present very bright. Two obstacles are 
in the way of the carrying out of the project. 

Tho firstis the condition of the ship channel 
in the harbor, which is considered by ship Cap- 
tains very unsafe for vessels of any larger 
dimensions than those now running to Boston. 
The Gut or Narrows in the lower harbor is a 
passage which is not always easily passable for 
vessels of the dimensions of the Cunard steam- 
ere which at present ply between this port and 
Liverpool, There is a strong current there at 
all times, but especially when there isa flood 
tide running, as there would almost always 
be when a large steamer would be coming up 
the harbor. 

The second obstacle is the fact that the two 
new steamers of the Cunard line, which it was 
expected would be sailing to New-York in the 
early Spring, and which would allow the com- 
pany to withdraw the Servia and Aurania from 
tbat port, will not be ready for service until 
May at the earliest. The Campania is billed to 
sail from New-York on May 6, for the first time, 
and Lane, her sister ship, on July 12. 
This w@uld, of course, prevent the Servia and 
the Aurania being put on the Boston sérvice 
for a good while after, even if the other ob- 
structions were to be entirely removed. The 
Bothnia, at present engaged in the New-York 
service, will, however, make her‘first trip from 
Boston on May 6. 

Col. Manstield of the United States Engineer- 
ing Department says that the condition of the 
passage in the harbor is practically thesame that 
it was three months ago, owing to the severe 
weather, which Seppe the contractor from 
going on with his work. It is expected that 
when the weather becomes somewhat finer, 
about the beginning of April, the work will be 
resumed. It will take at least one and prob- 
ably two seasons before the passage is in the 
condition in which the authurities intend to put 

it for the passage of vessels of large draught.

FLOODS AND FRESHETS, 





ICE GORGES CAUSING DAMAGE ALONG 
EASTERN AND WESTERN RIVERS. 


HAVERHILL, Mass.. Maroh 16.—There is a 
heavy freshet in the Merrimac River. Wharves 
are under water, and at some points the base- 
ments of buildings along the river front are 
flooded with water. D. D. Chase & Co.’s lumber 
wharf is submerged, and the firm’s large stock 
of lumber is in danger of floating off. 

The river between the Haverhill and the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad bridges is clear of ice, 
which has been carried down by the swift cur- 
rent and piled up in heaps on the solid ice be- 
low the Haverhill bridge. The fear is that the 


ice, which must soon break up unless the water 
subsides, will dam up on the shoals a mile be- 
low the city, and cause a fiood of back water, 
doing great damage along the river front in the 
city, and fears are also entertained that, should 
the ice stop at the flats, there would be danger 
of carrying away the bridge at Groveland when 
the gorge gave way. Itis hoped that the pres- 
ent cold snap will cheok the rise of water, 
though it has not done so yet. 

Des Morngs, Iowa, March 164.—An ice gorge 
has formed about a mile above Fort Dodge, and 


threatens to bring a flood when it breaks. The 
ice has formed over the filter of the water 
works, clogging it completely, and the city is 
destitute of water. A great deal of uneasiness 
is felt by citizens lest a fire should break out. 





Street Arc Lamps in Favor. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 16.—This city was 
one of the first in the country to adopt the mast 
system of electric lighting, and it is now grad- 
ually abandoning it in favor of street arc lamps. 
Five great steel masts from 175 to 250 feet in 
height had been erected. One of them was 
removed, another became loosened from its 
moorings and fell about two years ago, its 
place being taken by street lamps,and now 
the one at the corner of Erie and 8b. Clair 
Streets is to be taken down. The other masts 
are likely to be removed inashorttime. They 
do not give as good results as street are lights. 





Deep Snow in Uister County. 

KInGsTon, N. Y., March 16.—Supervisor Jones 
of the town of Hardenburg, Ulster County, who 
was in town to-day, says the snow in the woods 
in his town is from 6 to 8 feet deep. Residents 
who are compelled to go out of doors go about 
on spowshoes, and many voters went in that 
way to town meeting lust week. There has been 
no church or Sunday echool in the town in sev- 
eral months. 
in places the snowdrifts are as high as the 
barns, and farmers borrow hay to feed their 
cattle from neighbors a mile away, carrying it 
nome on their backs while they travel on snow- 
shoes,
